AND DEVELOPMENT FUND 


Since „attending the Parish.Annual 
Meeting I would like to say a few 
things about the Fund. As a member 
of a committee of clergy and laity, 
I attended a symposium on the Fund 
for the three dioceses: of Alberta. 
The chairman was The Rev. C. Murray 
Starr of Edmonton. Archbishop Crabb 
opened | “the. symposium with an inspira 
tional and thought-provoking address. 


Through Genesis we learn that man has bility to others - even the apparent- ` 


a responsibility as a co-worker with 
God - we must not fail to live up to 
the covenant of God. Stewardship is 
a covenant of human relationships. 
We really’ have no choice. 


The PWRDF was originally started as 
an Emergency Fund, used- for relief 
after disasters in cases .Of famine 
and similar tragedy in the world. 
The word 'Development' was added to 
the Fund, obviously to enlarge the 
scope of the Fund and help those 
people of the Third World to develop 
to the fullest their sense of 
community ~ a Christian community. 
We are now’ working there with the 
people, often’ helping them to do 
things their way, but with great 
improvements in that way: By means 
of a film, "We are One", we. saw many 
projects in rural areas being done 
together with the help of PWRDF - 
mobile clinics, teaching agriculture 
allowing self-development. 


In practical terms‘, the PWRDF has the 
lowest administrative cost of any 
similar agency - a small 8%. The 
overall policy is set by General 
Synod.’ There is an Alberta Council 
for International Co-opetation, an 
arm of the Fund, and this council 
May suggest projects for approval. 
Projects have beer developed by this 
Council. - The Alberta Government 
matches dollar for dollar all monies 
given to the PWRDF and the Federal

Baptism is nothing less than the incorporation of an individual into 
the very life of Christ, an initiation into the new life in Jesus by the 
Spirit. St. Paul Pictures what happens when a person is baptized, when he 
draws a parallel between the sacrament and death. As we are baptized we 
.die - symbolically, through water, our sinful nature is drowned. The 
person we were without God disappears. But this symbolic death is merely 
the beginning, the door through which we are invited to enter life with 
Christ through His Resurrection. As St. Paul says, “We were buried there- 
fore with Him by baptism into death, so.that as Christ was raised from the 
dead by the glory of the’ Father, we too might walk in newness of site”,

a visual reinforcement of the resurrection we all celebrate on that day.

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Following a summertime in which good sunny weather conditions were reported 
in all parts of Canada (including Calgary!), we hope everyone has benefited 
from the warmer days and been able to have some rest or relaxation. 


The fall season is right upon us, so this Clapper will be devoted mainly 
to information about parish life and activities for the new term. For 
that reason we suggest you keep it for reference, but please feel free to 
phone the church office for further details required on any program. 


To all of you, and especially new parishioners, we promise a warm recep- 
tion and great pleasure in having you take your place as part of the wor- 
shipping community of faith at Christ Church. Through the Services and 
all aspects of parish life we pray your participation will enrich and deep- 
en your knowledge and love of God and man to be better equipped for the 
demands of life. The patterns of life for adults, youth and children these 
days is often very active, full and sometimes stressful. It is our hope 
that the worship and program at Christ Church enables people of all ages 

to better handle and face life as they encounter the truth about our exist- 
ence and purpose as given to us in Jesus Christ. If we all can assemble in 
Christian fellowship, prepared to learn and serve together in God's world, 
open to His will and His Spirit, then this will be a great year in the 
lives of each of us and in the history of Christ Church. 


VIETNAMESE REFUGEE SPONSORSHIP PROGRAM. 


Christ Church has applied and been accepted by the Department of Immigra- 
tion to sponsor a Vietnamese refugee family of up to seven people. A 
Sponsorship Agreement is legally binding for one year and entails financial 
support until the family becomes self-supporting. In addition, sponsors 
meet the family on arrival, help them become oriented, and aid in finding 
housing and employment. The Immigration Department states that most re- 
fugees become independent within four months of their arrival. We antici- 
pate that our family may arrive in October. 


The Refugee Sponsorship Committee hopes to enlist about 50 people to pledge 
an average of $20.00 per month for a minimum of 6 months and a maximum of 
one year. In addition, we hope to establish a contingency fund of approxi- 
mately $1,500.00 to which people can make a one-time donation if they do 
not wish to make a monthly commitment. At present we have reached about 
80% of our goal for each fund. If we exceed our goals, it is possible 
that we could sponsor additional people later in the year. 


We are also seeking donations of clothing and furniture, and offers of 
help for short-term jobs. Posters have been set up in the church on which 
you may indicate your assistance in these areas. You may leave clothing 
and small household items in boxes on the table at the end of the gym 

(use 34th Ave. door), 8.00 a.m. to 4.00 p.m. weekdays, or on Sunday morn- 
ings. Adult clothing should be small sizes. 


We would welcome suggestions for finding jobs and housing for our family. 
We have already received one good job offer, but there could be more than 
one wage-earner.

The C.C.C. has 
also been able to assist many new church groups who have surfaced in Canada 
through migration caus Orthodox,. Aymenians) so’ that they become part of 
the whole mosaic of Christian bodies in our country. There is also a 
valuable association with our American counterpart and with the World 
Council of Churches. very three years the C.C.C. meets to elect officers 
anc. set policy, usually meeting in an area which has ‘special’ and specific 
dimensions to challenge our thinking. Recently the C.C.C. 'Triennium met 


at Sudbury, which hac been strike-bound for nearly 8 months; and pari e 


its whole purpose and structure in the light of all events which ‘are taking . 
place in the churches as separate denominations and ecumenically. Having 
been on the Board of. the C.C.C. for the past three years, the Rector. was 
elected lst Vice-President of the Council for. the next term.

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HERE AND THERE. As we often pray in the Intercessions of the Eucharist for 
peace to prevail in the troubled parts of our world, Iran has frequently 
been mentioned. With that remembrance, we recall the Desmone Oswald family 
who worshipped recularly with us before going to Iran in.1977: °° Their 
Christmas card spoke of being involved in the Cathedral congregation of 
Tehran; and now comes a recent letter to say they left in mid-December to 
escape the uprisings, and currently await a new posting to Indonesia. - - - 
One of the ongoing struggles our Church faces at home is the continuity of 
. effective ministry to the Native People in this diocese. Zver since the 
appointment of The Rev. Donovan Browne to the Blackfoot Reserve in 1976, 
‘Christ Church has’ provided one-half of the costs of maintaining this priest 
on.that large reservation. In recent months he and. his wife have moved to 
the Sarcee Reserve to have a more adequate home in the newly built rectory 
there; they occupied a mobile home on the Blackfoot Reserve, He continues 
to have oversight of both areas, and iş assisted by. The Rev. Arthur AYoung= 
man, ordained a deacon for the Blackfoot people a year ago after serving 
for many years as a faithful lay reader and stalwart of that congregation. 
Our support continues through the apportionment. paid: to’ the diocese 

(38,400 in 1979 in total) and through our prayers for the Parish of St. 
John ithe Divine, Blackfoot Reserve. - 2 -Another dimension of our concern 
for Native People is for those who now live in the city and find the tran- 
sition very difficult. Through funding the inter-church agency called 

(9 C ity 4 , an Anglican Street Worker Program, we 

have helpéd to keep alive a self-help group whose aim is to improve the 
conditions of the urban Indian. Some of our Outreach Funds in the parish 
budget went to this body (initiated by the Cathedral), in 1978, and may be 
called upon again in 1979. - - - The College of Bymanuel & St, Chad in 
Saskatoon is the Church's theological college in western Canada, and it 
celebrates its 100th year in 1979. Founded by Bishop John McLean in Prince 
Albert in 1879, it movəč to Saskatoon in 1907 to be the forerunner of the 
provincial university. To celebrate its centennial, a special week of 
events is planned in early May, and a centenary appeal has been’ launched 

to endow and expand its theological faculty. The Collese has a new Princi- 
pal, The Rev. Gordon Baker (formerly of Bishop Cronyn Memorial Church, 
London, Ont., and formerly editor of Canadian Churchman); he will speak at 
Diocesan Synod in March, and we hope to have him visit Christ Church before 
too long. The Rector graduated from this seminary in 1956. 


AND THEN IN THE DIOCESE we note that several things are about to happen. 
The 52nd Synod of the Diocese of Calgary will be in session Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, March 15, 16 & 17. It is two and a half years since 
the last Synod, so there will be much reporting to take place. Some out- 
side input will come from the guest speakers: Gordon Baker (mentioned 
above}, George Cram of the Primate's World Relief and Development Fund 
office in Toronto, and Bishop V. Rivera of the Diocese of San Joaquin, 
California, who is the Synod dinner speaker. Undoubtedly the Synod will. 
have to look at deployment of resources - human and material - as the 
Church's opportunity in mission is assessed. Our delegates are Messrs. 

F. L. Scott, W. 3. Selby (Wardens), W. H. Tye, P. B. Watkins, J. A. Bourne 
and the Clergy. - - - Later in the month the annual Youth Synod gathers at 
Camp Yamnuska, March 23-25, to bring together young people from all over 
the diocese as they meet, learn, share anë worship. It's a very stimulat- 
ing and rewarding time for all participants when they examine their Christ- 
ian faith and witness tocether.

UGANDAN STUDENT ASSISTANCS PROJECT. After many months of correspondence 
and negotiation, a young man, John Mudonyi, whose father is an Anglican 
clergyman in Uganda, is coming to study at the University of Calgary in 
the Faculty of Business. Since overseas students are not permitted to 
work for wages while in Canada, this man requires financial assistance and 
endorsement to study here. The Vestry have given approval for this idea, 
and we wish to make it knowm to parishioners that contributions for this 
student would be much appreciated and can be made at any time. We have 
set an objective of $2,000.00 for 1979, and whatever is not met from speci- 
fic gifts will be taken from the "Outreach" funds of our general budget. 
It will probably cost upwards of $4,000.C0 per year to provide all educa- 
tion and living costs for John Mudonyi, and Southminster United Church is 
also adopting this project in their congregation. It is the stated inten- 
tion that he will return to his own people to work upon completion of his 
four years of study here. He is expected to arrive soon, and we can look 
forward to having him in our midst before too long. 


EVENSONG AND ARCHDEACON SWANSON'S 90th. In order to specially mark the 
90th birthday of Archdeacon Swanson, there will be an 2vensong on Feb. 18th 
at 7.30, followed by a reception. The Service will include familiar hymns 
and canticles, and the Archdeacon will speak. By having this time of 
Service and reception in the evening it is hoped that members of other 
parishes will also find it possible to attend.

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| DEDICATION SERVICE: NOVEMBER 12th at 10:30. 


For the new pipe organ, furnishings and renovations, the Dedication events 
will be held on this date. As well as the magnificent new instrument to. 
be dedicated, there are several beautiful new pieces of chancel furniture, 
including pulpit, lectern, altar rail, choir stalls and clergy prayer desks 
and chairs, all given through specific gifts to the Memorial Fund. On 
‘that day the 9:45 and 11:00 worship times will be combined for the Service 
of Dédication at 10:30 a.m. (The 8 o'clock Holy Communion will be cele- 
brated as usual). There will be the regular Church School classes and 
Nursery care at 10:30 and Coffee Hour will follow the time of Service. 


This Dedication Service will mark an important and long-awaited event in 
the life of the parish. It will include special ceremonies for the dedica- 
tion of all the improvements plus appropriate organ and choral music. All 
of these will be expressed within the context of the Eucharist as we thank 
God for all His goodness to us. Since this Sunday falls closest to Novem- 
ber llth, the traditional acts of Remembrance Sunday observance will form 
part of the liturgy of that day. i 

On the evening of November 12th a Dedicatory Recital will be presented in 
the Church at 7:30 p.m. The recitalist will be Professor Hugh J. McLean, 
Dean of the Faculty of Music at the University of Western Ontario, and one 
of Canada's leading recital organists. Throughout the whole process of 
planning and commissioning this new pipe organ, Hugh McLean has served as 
consultant to the Vestry. Professor McLean is also Organist & Choirmaster 
of the Anglican Parish of St. John. the Evangelist, London, Ontario. This 
recital is being offered to allow some demonstration of the new instrument's 
Giversity and tonal qualities by a highly qualified artist. Tineke 


By way of explanation i^ should be mentioned that this decication date had 
to be set back from October due to delays in the completion of the chancel 
furnishings. These items are being executed by skilled craftsmen and it 
was not possible to obtain them any earlier. Also, it might be pointed out 
that the new flooring throughout the Nave area was chosen to provide a good 
wearable surface that would also ensure sharp acoustical properties for the 
building. In order to preserve these improved acoustics, only centre aisle 
carpeting is being installed.

"like it was always that way". The new organ arrives on August 28th when four men 
from the factory begin the task of building it in our Church. They will be here 

until at least September 11th when Mr. Gabriel Kney, the builder, arrives to 

commence the delicate process of voicing all the pipes. He expects to be at that task 
until October 6th. The new chancel furnishings, which include pulpit, lectern, clergy 
seats and prayer desks, altar rail, choir stalls and servers' seats, are expected by 
late September. By then we shall have all the accoutrements for a completed and 

fully furnished chancel -..and we will have much cause for gratitude and rejoicing.

(The parish's bills and 
obligations do go on each month of the year.) 


VAT S. From mid-June to mid-July we are worshipping in the Crump 
Room which has been very attractively set up to adequately provide for all 
the Services. We are indeed fortunate to have such a pleasant location as 
an alternative location for worship when the church is not available. 
During this time the church interior will have been completely redecorated 
to give a fresh, clean appearance to walls, ceiling, beams and trim. In 
the first week of July a new floor will be installed to replace the asphalt 
tile which had become badly cracked, broken and worn. The new flooring is 
called 'elastomeric' and is a poured plastic material. It has the qualities 
of having a non-skid surface which is easily maintained. As a resilient 
material it is a 'quiet' floor, but with good sound-reflecting quality. 
Once it is done the pews will be placed back in the nave and Services in 
the church will resume. The newer pieces of chancel furniture (communion 
rail, pulpit, lectern etc.) will not be ready until August. Towards. the 
end of August we can anticipate the arrival of the new organ. The font 
has been relocated at the front of the nave, and, with the 'Horne' window 
close by and beautifully back-lit, it has created a most attractive baptist- 
ry area. 


Throughout all the stages of the renovations we are grateful to the general 
contractor and the sub-trades who have performed their work on schedule and 
in a good spirit of co-operation. Behind the scenes there have been some 
dedicated people who have worked quietly and effectively with the church's 
interests always at heart. 


At this stage of the work one’ aspect of which we have been repeatedly 
assured, is that this scheme for the chancel renovation is certainly much 
less costly than any other proposal ever considered and explored when we 
approached the undertaking. 


VESTRY REPORT. Since the Annual Meeting in February your elected Vestry 
has met five times anc: dealt with many facets of parish life. Here are 
some of their decisions and actions put in brief form for your information: 


a) Deyised and adopted a new Nominating Procedure for all Annual Meetings 
so that a Nominating Committee of 3 parishioners is struck no later than 
September 15 and their names listed in the leaflet for 3 Sundays.

c) Joined five other Anglican parishes to enter into short-term funding of 
a downtown street worker project concerned with the urban Indian population 
problems. 


d) Set up a rotating roster of Vestry to be identified each Sunday in 
Coffee Hour to meet and welcome newcomers, guests and parishioners. 


e) Laid plans for the dedication of the new organ in October and a series 
of special musical events to mark its inception: 


£) Increased insurance coverage. to provide for inflationary costs of re- 
placement and increased value due to renovations and additions.

In September we hope more boys will 
come into this program which offers musical training, Christian education 
and supervised sports. - - - The Churchwardens are pleased to report that 
Mr. John Partridge has assumed responsibilities as Payroll Officer for the 
parish. He is a C.A. and a former parish treasurer who brings good exper- 
ience to this task. - - - In all departments of the Church-sponsored 
groups encompassing Beavers, Cubs, Scouts, Brownies and Guides, we are 
pleased to report these groups will function this fall and are assured of 
leadership.

Here it will create an effective setting for 
the baptistry area, especially when the font from the back of the nave is 
. going to be placed in front of the "Horne" window which depicts Christ 
blessing the children. ‘The latest word from the organ builder is that the 
“instrument is progressing on schedule. All the wooden pipes are .on hand; 


© they are mahogony and Very beautifully fashioned. The metal, pipes ordered 


from Germany and Holland are now landed in Canada. The chests are all made 
and the large organ cases assembled; they are extremely well executed 
pieces..of woodcraft. The designs for a new communion rail, -pulpit, lectern, 
“clergy ‘seats and choir stalls are nearly completed; they all incorporate 
the tracery designs employed in.the existing panelling’and reredos of the 
former chancel and so ensure a harmony of furnishings in. the renovated | 
area. The general contractor is on schedule with his work and should be 
` finished by the end of June. Then follows a period of applying a new floor 
surface in the nave and narthex, and the interior painting throughout. ` 
During this latter stage we shall be required to hold: our Services in the 
lower hakl for a short period - but the period of such dislocation will be 
kept. as brief as possible. We have been most grateful for the fine co- 
` operation of the contractor and trades when the church has been required 
for midweek uses such as funerals and weddings; also the assistance of our 
: Verger ~ Jeff Moody, Parish Administrator - Ted Earbert, and Altar Guild 
members in these situations has been invaluable. We hope all the parish- 
ioners will continue to be understanding and patient during this time of.

The Liturgy of the Cross. In this time of worship, focussed on Christ's 
death and suffering, there will be Scripture readings, intercessory prayers. 
and descriptive musical passages taken from the Sst. Matthew Passion of J.S. 
Bach. This time of meditation and reflection on ,the meaning of Christ's 
death for our salvation is the proper spiritual preparation for a full 
understanding with which to celebrate the glorious message of Easter Day. 


EASTER DAY, March 26. ‘The Resurrection of Jesus Christ will be proclaimed 
at three Easter Day Services - 7.30, 9.00 and 11.00. Along with the appro= 
priate Easter.decorations in Church, our worship will be enhanced with 
special music from hand bells and choirs at 9.00 and 11.00. At each Service 
Communion will be administered and an Easter message delivered. For any who 
are unable to come to church at Hastertide, and would like to receive 
Communion, please call the church, and one of the clergy will be pleased to: 
respond. 


OLD ORGAN FINDS NEW. HOME. In preparation for the chancel renovations: to 


accommodate the new organ, the first step is the removal of the old pipe 
organ. This will take place immediately following Easter Day, and within a 
week should be completely removed. The organ has been purchased by the 
Parish of Christ the King in l Paso, Texas; and some of their people are 
coming to oversee its removal and packing - under the terms of the sale they 
are responsible for its clean removal and transportation costs. 


RENOVATIONS’ CONTRACT. Following the action of the Annual Meeting, which — 
approved the scheme to carry out the chancel renovations, the parish has ` 


accepted the lowest tender of $93,193.00 submitted by Bennett and White 
Western Ltd. They will commence work on April 1 and are to be done. by. 
July 31. During this time the chancel area will be totally screened off 
with boarding and polyethelene sheets to prevent dust settling in other 
parts. The nave (main seating) area and chapel will be kept available for 
use throughout this period. The choir will be seated. in the gallery, and 
the electric organ used in the interim will be placed there also: The 
Vestry room will be vacated during renovations as considerable changes will 
occur in its shape and design. It is hoped all parishioners will be under- 


MEMORIAL FUND. Since we now know more precisely what the renovations are 
going to cost, the Vestry has looked at the Memorial Fund which is the 
source of the funds for this project, and made certain plans. At the moment

the Memorial Fund has received some $50,000.00 in cash receipts, and there 
is some $24,000.00 in pledges to be met in 1978 and the future - for a 

. total of $74,000.00. In addition to the contract of $93,193.00 there must 
be added architects' fees and furnishings costs. To achieve these needs 
the Memorial Fund is commended to all the parish as a way in which parish- 
ioners can make contributions in memory of loved ones in a permanent 
memorial. The Churchwardens and Vestry hope ‘that everyone is aware of this 
fund, and will consider it as a way of contributing to the church's fabric, 
and at the same time remembering the lives of others whose names may be 
included in a lasting memorial.

"HONK FOR JESUS". ‘The following comment written by Richard Coombs, Dean 
of Gpokane's St.. John's Cathedral, caught our eye and we pass it on for 
your reflection. 

"I want to try to write Something on behalf of those of us who feel it is 
inappropriate to refer to Jesus Christ, who is our blessed Lord,.in terms 
of slogans, sleaze, and sell. Bumper stickers screaming, ‘Honk if you 
love Jesus', make me want to scream something in return! I think there 
are a lot of us who feel that way. It is not because we do not Tove Jesus, 
it is because we do. Zven responding to such trash with a light+hearted 
joke is not passionate enough. We ought to feel profoundly: intignant..: 
avidently it is not only the professional religionists among us who are 
aware of the sweeping tide, and who are put off by it, but seriously 
minded, soberly thinking, people as well, who know there is something 
wrong and perhaps even evil at work. 

"The concept of becoming a 'born again' Christian is as old as the Mew 
Testament. I have always counteé myself as being among those vho are in- 
ceec, "botn again'. But the way that phrase is interpreted, bartered, anc 
promoted, today makes me want to Geny it. The way it is being used has 
very little to do with Christianity. Motives were always more important to 
Jesus than words and acts. And the motives behind the ‘Jesus iiania' are 
very largely: self-aculation, power, money, and emotional release. It has 
more to do with getting than with giving., And Jesus had some very scath- 
ing things to Say about motivations like that. 

"To be born again to life in Christ means to seek to learn about the ex- 
quisitely profound interpretation of life offered to us by Christ, not to 
espouse ignorance. It means to follow the uncierstanding of the mind, not 
the impulses of the bocy. It means to accept others in love, not to ĉis- 
criminate against them. It means to rest humbly and gratefully in the

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loving arms of Christ, not to parade arrogantly before men. It means to 
Seek to rise to the nobility of life in Christ, not to 


our own’ mediocrity.

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VESTRY AFFAIRS. One of the more urgent issues facing Vestry at the moment 
.is the appointment of a new Associate Priest. Many people have enquired 
what is happening anë how long will we be without one. Since July our 
search has been for a man of some experience, maturity and proven ability, 
who can come to this parish and be able to competently meet the demands of 
.Ministering to all our people. The pattern followed to date is to carry 
out some research, make contact and offer seriously to propose an appoint- 
ment. So far we have talked with several priests from Ontario to B.C., and 
with the concurrence of the Bishop, have made concrete proposals to a num- 
ber, all of whom have declined for various reasons, after some considera- 
tion. You can be assured that the search goes on with great diligence and 
care, and we pray that before too long a new Associate will be found. In 
all likelihood, however, it will be Christmas or January 1, 1978 before he 
is able to leave his present post and take up his work here. Meanwhile 
your prayers’ are asked for the Churchwardens anë Rector as they continue 
this search, anc for all the Vestry who will participate in the final 
decision. ... For the nine months of 1977 just concluded, the Treasurer 
reports that income and expenditures are running fairly close to the © 
budget figures. As always, there have been some unexpected costs in main- 
tenance (boiler, floors etc.), but in main these have been offset by sav- 
ings effected elsewhere. .:. The church premises and facilities are used 
constantly and extensively: by parish anc community groups, which we feel 
indicates some significant vitality. Priority is given always to parochial 
programs, anc others contribute to operating costs for the use of space. 


VISITATION. This yearly activity which seeks to solicit financial pledges 
for the next year's operation is an important anc large task. This year's 
chairman, Mr. Norman Bartley, and his assistant, Mr. Davi Milner, have 
recruited 15 Team Captains to take part in this assignment. Each Team 
Captain will seek ten visitors to serve on his/her team, and each visitor 
will call on three other parishioners. That way the 150 visitors make 

450 calls, and so our 600 or more identifiable supporters are all approached 
to underwrite the 1978 costs of this parish. Apart from the essential 

task of obtaining the financial commitments, the Visitation is a highly 
worthwhile endeavour of creating contact between parishioners and enhancing 
knowledge of our parish and its people. When you are approachec: to serve 
or to receive your visitor we hope you will be generous in manner and in 
substance.

in this parish. We trust it has been a beneficial summer for everyone with 
some time for recreation and enjoyment of leisure. If you were fortunate 
enough to experience some of the outdoor world of God's creation, it will 
rekindle a sense of SreLEEuNA for those sights and sounds which restore 
our ‘souls. 


Commencing geptenber 12th we return to the usual pattern of Sunday Service 
times of 8.00, 10.00 and 11.00 a.m. The Church School starts on September 
12 at 11.00 a.m., and we warmly welcome all the children of the parish - 
and any others who wish to come ~- for a season of interesting learning and 
growth. There will be classes for pre-schoolers through to Junior High 
level, and an excellent curriculum is offered. 


Many things have occurred over the summer and some highlights are conveyed 
in this Clapper. One major aspect was the completion of the report on 
Viewpoint '76 compiled by Dr. H. Hiller for the Task Force on Parish 
Priorities and which contains all the results of the 708 questionnaires 
returned, plus the in-depth interviews. The report consists of some 40-odd 
pages of written summary and 32 tables of statistics. The written text 
offers two dominant sections. One is a very full profile of the parish 
extracted from the information given in the questionnaires, and provides 
some very interesting and useful data. The other aspect is the collation 
of responses and comments relating to parish life and activity. This will 
be thoroughly looked at and acted upon by Vestry as soon as possible; their. 
recommendations will be relayed through successive issues of the Clapper. 
The report is too detailed and comprehensive to summarize easily, but it 
shows that while there are very divergent views in the parish on almost 
every topic, there is also a considerable body of opinion which supports | 
and endorses present worship and activities. Nonetheless, all views will 
be sensitively recognized when action is being considered. The three areas 
in which parishioners look for consideration is in connection with Christ- 
ian education and youth work, in the additional clergy staff to meet parish 
needs, and an examination of the renovation proposals. ‘These, and other 
important aspects, will be given thoughtful attention by Vestry as they 
deal with the report in the coming months.

In all this undertaking the Task Force will be assisted by Dr. Harry Hiller 
(Ph.D. in sociology from McMaster, and Master in Theology from Princeton) 
whe teaches the Sociology of Religion at U of C.

(a) the Task Force has worked very hard for a long time to prepare this 
Survey. 


(b) the results could have long-term and beneficial import to our whole 
parish life. 


.(c) we are all going to be called upon to support this project in some way 
and therefore ASK YOUR KIND CO-OPERATION AND SUPPORT when the question- 
naire or survey comes to you.

CHURCH SCHOOL classes commence September 14th at 1l a.m. On September 7th’ 
we hold "Rally Day" when all the children are welcomed back with a special 
program at 11 o'clock. Like last spring, the children attend Service with 
their parents for the first portion and leave for instruction at the Child- 
ren's Hymn. For 3- and 4-year-olds they go to class for the entire time 
of church service. Classes are offered from this age through to Junior 
High level. The Church School is fully staffed and is under the general 
supervision of Mr. Doug MacLachlan, with back-up support from Mr. Fred 
Scott and Mr. Manny Raaby. 


Nursery Care is offered each Sunday at both the 10 and 11 o'clock Services. 


SUNDAY SEMINAR is the title given to the presentation/discussion hour held 
each Sunday at 11 o'clock in the Crump Room. During the year a number of 
series are arranged to provide a forum where topics of religious, moral and 
ethical concern are addressed and when people can participate. The opening 
series takes its impetus from the International Women's Year and is headed 
"The Role of Women in the Church". The three-part series will be presented 
on September 14: Women in the Bible; on September 21: The Specific Con- 
tributions of Womanhood to Christianity; and on September 28: The Present 
Climate in the Church for Women. The series will be moderated by Ms. Donna 
Fraser (a parishioner) who is on loan from the U of C to be Alberta's co- 
ordinator of women's programs this year. The next Seminar series will be 
"Christian Formation" - the initiation and nurture of a Christian involving 
a look at Baptism, Communion and Christian Education. 


CHOIRS get underway immediately with rehearsals following the same pattern 
as last year. Boys will practise Tuesdays at 4.30 and come also on Thurs- 
days for a composite program from 4.30 - 7.45; this includes organized 
Sports time, supper, religious instruction and singing rehearsal. Adult 
choristers rehearse Thursdays 8 - 10, and any boys or adults interested in 
singing are asked to call one of the church numbers. Boys and adults re- 
Hearse each Sunday morning at 10:30 and are robed prior to that time. 
Girls' Choir will again sing at the 10 o'clock Eucharists this season; 
their rehearsal time is to be set. Margie Robson has responsibility for 
the boys' instruction, and Mr. Searchfield trains the adults. 


AYPA is the teens' group and offers a diversified program to interest all 
youth. They meet twice weekly - Thursday nights at 7.00 for Bible study 
with discussion, and Sundays at 7 p.m. for social or group activity time. 
This group will again be under the care of Doug MacLachlan. 
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CONFIRMATION CLASSES for ađolescents (anywhere from 12-16) are offered 
commencing September 16 & 17, to be held every Tuesday and Wednesday 7 to 
8 p.m. Participants can choose which night suits them best, and pre- 
registration is requested; ask the Church Office for a form. Classes will 
run for approximately 10 weeks before Christmas and 10 weeks after. 


Instruction in the Christian faith is offered for adults - probably on 
Wednesdays at 8 p.m. Interested persons are invited to’call the office 
or speak to one of the clergy soon. These sessions ate open to anyone 
and may lead to.Confirmation for those who so desire. ©

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PARISIONERS' MEETING: The Crunyp Room was well filled on June 23rd 

when a special meeting dealt with the new organ and church interior 
renovation questions. Much information was sought and hopefully 

given to explain this rather complex situation. After an introductory 
session to provide a background to the meeting, all present went into 
the church to see what would be involved in a new organ installation 
and the resulting changes required. A long period of questions and 
answers were carried out. Mr. Jean Girouard, a former organ builder 
of Vancouver, Mr. W. A. Wilkinson, a local architect, Mr. Austin Ford, 
Chairman of our Parish Organ Committee together with the Wardens and 
Rector all attempted to provide adequate data and answers. Then the 
meeting re-assembled in the Crump Room to deal with specific proposals. 
A resolution was presented by the Vestry and debated. Two subsequent 
amendments weré proposed but were lost. The original resolution was 
called for and was passed by a significant majority. The meeting 

was long (7:30 - 11:00) and offered much opportunity to present various 
dimensions of the issue. The following resolution was adopted and 

is quoted here in full: 
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Recognizing that the Annual Meeting of Parishioners held on 
February 2, 1975 called for an examination of our parish 
priorities; and the Vestry having received and acted on the 
report of the Task Force on Parish Priorities to carry for- 
ward certain recommendations; and notwithstanding these 
actions, the following is placed before the parishioners. 


WHEREAS there is sufficient evidence to indicate that our 
present pipe organ is in need of replacement, and 


WHEREAS the parish has been offered an adequate gift for 
this purpose, and 


WHEREAS the Vestry has carried out an extensive study and 
presents a recommended plan; 


BE IT RESOLVED, that 


the Corporation and Vestry be authorised: to purchase 
a pipe organ of a size and type most suitable for 
Christ Church, and that 


the Corporation and Vestry proceed with such renova- 
tions which will place the chancel and organ in the 
west end of the church, such renovations to be 
carried out when funds are available and consistent 
-with established parish priorities, and that 


‘the parish does gratefully accept the offered gift 
of money for the purchase of the pipe organ, and 
that 


the parishioners approve a capital appeal to meet 
the costs of renovation. 


Be 


Another motion was then proposed and passed which states that 
renovations will be undertaken only to that degree supported by 
Memorial Fund contributions. 


The meeting has given the authority to your Wardens and Vestry to 
proceed when funds are available and since we are not in any rushed 
Situation we can proceed with due care and thoughtfulness to carry out 
this significant and major task. 


TASK FORCE Oi! PARISH PRIORITIES: One of the attendant questions raised 


at the above meeting was concerned with our total parish goals. To 
bring everybody up to date we quote here the results of that Task Force 
adopted by Vestry: 


The Task Force on Priorities set up by Vestry as a result of 
a motion at the last Annual Meeting, presented its report 

to Vestry at the May meeting. This report in its entirety 
was circulated to Vestry members and to the Task Force 
members for a full-scale discussion at the Vestry Meeting 
held on “une 9, 1975. At that time the Vestry, after an ex- 
tended discussion, adopted the report with only minor 
emendations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The recommendations of the Report, as amended and abbreviated, 
are as follows: 


(1) that a sincere effort be made to involve as many 
people as possible in the work and fellowship of 


the Church. 
Method of Accomplishment: by indentifying the needs 
of our parishioners by means of personal contacts. 


(2) that a real attempt be made to stimulate the youth of 
this Parish. 


Method of Accomplishment: the employment of a Christian 


Education Director whose responsibility it will be 
to initiate and supervise Christian Education programs 
for all ages, with emphasis on youth. 


(3) that we attempt to promote positive communication 
within the parish, particularly with regard to change 
of any kind. 


Method of Accomplishment: FLEXIBILITY:

The question regarding women priests will” revolve around when and 
if the House of Bishops will “adopt ordination measures since General Synod 
has twice approved itih principle; the combined rites of Baptism, Confir- 
mation and Eucharist as a single ceremony of Christian initiation will be 
accompanied by a draft Order of Service for such practices; and, following 
the recent national questionnaire, the General Synod hopes to know more 
accurately the mind of our Canadian Anglican constituency. Part of the 
format of this Synod will be the inter-cultural dimension of meeting in 
the heart of 'les canadiens francais', and delegates will have opportunity 
to be guests in a Quebec household for a weekend. The Rector is one of 
the 8 delegates (4 priests, 4 laity) from this diocese.

They 
also stated that the union efforts should be supported and all ecumenical 
encounters ~- local and national - are to be encouraged. To know the mind 
of our total church constituency across Canada this questionnaire has been 
devised and will be tabulated by computer (at York University). The pur- 
pose of this questionnaire is not to take a vote on union but simply to 


find out how people feel about some of the union issues. So when you get 
yours shortly, please fill it in and retur romptly. Thank you. 


SUNDAY SEMINAR. Following the well attended and much appreciated series 
given during Lent by Dr. Peter Craigie of U of C, the current series on 
Judaism presented by Rabbi Lewis Ginsburg was well launched last Sunday 
to a sizeable and attentive gathering. For the next two weeks, April 13 
and 20, Rabbi Ginsburg, in his humourous and informative style, will. ex- 
pand on contemporary Jewish life and practices. 


The final Seminar series runs April 27, May 4 & 11 on the theme "In Search 
of Community", led by Professor Henry Zentner, a sociologist in the Faculty 
of Education at U of C. Dr. Zentner has been Seminar leader twice before, 
and each time has been much appreciated for his insights and presentation. 
This topic will look at community in broad terms and the Church as commun- 
ity. Can the Church offer to modern man some of his basic needs of belong- 
ing, significance and inter-dependence with other persons? The three 
sessions under this heading are sub-titled: What we mean by Community; 
Contemporary forms of Community; The Parish as Community. 


NEWS FROM YOUR VESTRY. Thanks to good attendances at Easter - and good 
collections - the financial statement at the end of the first quarter is 
favourable. We hope parishioners will continue to be consistent in their 
weekly offerings to maintain all our budget commitments. 


Renovations for the Rectory, approved at the Annual Meeting, have been 
waiting for heating experts to pass judgment on the furnace and heating 
System. The two professional opinions are that the system should be left 
intact, so that now the other improvements can be undertaken as soon as 
weather and tradesmen are co-operative! 


As reported earlier in the Clapper, the installation of a new organ (anony- 
mously donated) necessitates some chancel modifications. This has been 
carefully studied by your Organ Committee, together with Vestry and some 
other concerned parishioners, aided by an architect. The advice of an 
outside organ consultant is also being sought. The interior of the church 
changes recently approved by the Vestry in principle will be brought to a 
congregational meeting. The costs incurred by such changes will not come 
out of regular offerings but from Memorial Fund contributions. To be able 
to clearly understand what the proposals are and why they are required, 
two events are scheduled for parishioners. First, for the next four or 
five Sundays at the conclusion of the 11 o'clock Service an easel will be 
set up in the body of the church to display pictures and plans of the re- 
novations. Someone knowledgeable will be there to explain the changes and 
to answer questions - and you are invited to stay and learn about these 
proposals first-hand. Second, some time in May - probably on a Sunday 
following 11 o'clock Service - a congregational meeting will be held to 
place the matter before the parishioners.

Serious consideration is being 
given to whatever chancel modifications such an installation would require, . 
and this may lead to some exciting and beautifying measures. At present 
the Organ Committee is still doing basic nonencch and will in due course 
make recommendations to Vestry. 


2. Parish Goals Task Force. As poheadite tad by the Annual Meeting, 
Vestry has set up this group to examine all our parish activities with 
respect to some stated goals established a few years ago and recently 
ratified ‘by the current Vestry. Mrs. Joan Arnold is chair-person of this:

NEW ORGAN: Backi in the fall we mentionéd in the Clapper that we had to give serious attention 
undertaking to provide $100,000.00 for the new pipe organ. We can all be most thankful that this 
magnificent gift to the Parish has not only relieved the Parish-of a lot of financial concern, but that the 
new organ can be proceeded with soon before: inflation costs put the replacement price any higher. An 
active committee, chaired by Vestryman Austin Ford, is currently approaching organ builders to receive 
submissions and prices for the new instrument. One fact we do know is that whatever instrument we 
decide on will call for some chancel renovation - including the removal of the false ceiling, and archway 
of the chancel to leave the peak-shaped ceiling in. the.chancel similar to the rest of the church and 
greatly i improve acoustics and appearances. We also know that it will. take from 12 - 15 months from 
signing of the organ contract until delivery of the instrument from the factory and another month at least 
for installation. So it looks like the summertime of 1976 before it will all come to fruition. The contract 
will hopefully be signed in the first half of 1979 and renovations carried out in nthe summer of 1976 
immediately preceding the installation. S

To launch the Season of preparation for the Coming of Christ, Advent Sunday, 
December lst, will provide a good start to our observances. 


At the 1l o'clock Choral Eucharist on December lst the preacher will be Dr. Peter 
Craigie of the Dept. of Religious Studies at the University of Calgary.

ADVANCE NOTICE. The Annual Meeting of this Parish will be held on Sunday, February 2nd, 
1975, at 11 a.m. in the Crump Room. Following the pattern of previous years we encour-- 
age parishioners to attend the 10 o'clock Eucharist and then proceed to pick up coffee 
on their way into the meeting. Every effort will be made to place reports, budget and 
finencial statements in your hands well before the meeting. 


SYNOD is the legislative assembly for the Diocese when all the clergy and lay delegates ~ 
in all ¿vout 170 persons - meet to carry out the Church's affairs. It met last week for 
a full two days in Lethbridge and was a good session. The significant debates were 

centred on the issues of ordination of women (strongly endorsed, in favour), the proposed 
Plan of Union with the United Church of Canada and the Disciples of Christ (for which a 
delay in vote was supported but inter-church activity endorsed), and much concern for | 
the church's financial support of the clergy (stipend and allowance increases were 

approved). The Synod heard about a national campaign for additional funds for the Church 
in the North and Overseas to support our commitments there. Coupled with it our diocesan 
work in hospital and university chaplaincy areas requires an additional $25,000. These 
total needs will be addressed to every person in the Diocese shortly and you will receive 
information under separate cover soon. 


VESTRY REPORTS. 


The Churchwardens and Rector continue the task of seeking an additional clergyman 
for our staff to meet the pastoral needs that continually present themselves. There is 
much evidence that two priests cannot adequately respond to all the teaching, visiting, 
preaching and administrative tasks involved in this parish. However, the search is for 
an able man, and at this time it is apparent no appointment is likely until into the new 
year. 


The Vestry is pleased to report that lir. Douglas MacLachlan has undertaken lay 
volunteer leadership in three critical areas and this has been gratefully accepted. Ee 
will supervise the Church School on Sundays at 11, and will provide direction for the 
Sunday night teen group (A.Y.P.A. Jason Thursdays he oversees the Choir Boys! sports 
program and teaches their Christian Education classes. Assuming these tasks, on top of 
his regular occupation, Doug. MacLachlan gives several hours each week to these areas 
and will greatly support our work among children and youth. 


In another area, the Vestry has over a long period investigated our pipe-organ 
situation, with respect to its eventual replacement and re-positioning. Some estimated 
costs have been received and Vestry supports the idea of having most, if not all; the 
funds on hand before undertaking the task. To this end they have given approval in 
principle to the establishment of a Memoriai Pipe Organ Fund to which contributions can” 
be made at any time. The procedure approved is that parishioners may have their loved ~ 
ones remembered in memorial form by making a minimum contribution of $100.00 per name. 
All the memorial names will subsequently be included on a plaque erected when the organ 
is installed. We are not able to state when that will happen precisely, but the Fund 
is now open and contributions are invited from any persons. 
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In the month and a half since this fall term began it seems we have been very active in 
all areas of parish life, and the past six weeks have gone by-pssst! Nor will the coming 
weeks be much different probably - but we can't let all that stop the necessary flow of 
information and communication to keep us aware and alert of our church's worship and pro- 
grams. 

Among the exciting events to take place soon at Christ Church is the "LATIN AMERICAN 
LEARN-IN" described in the accompanying brochure. We realize that it is not easy to find 
time to take in such a program on a weekend. But if we are ever to understand the appro- 
priate participation of our Church outside Canada we must allocate time to grapple with 
the issues. We do recommend Denise & Wes Liaultsaid as most able people who have repre- 
sented the Anglican Church in Central America - and you will be rewarded in meeting and 
hearing them. Please register soon (even if you can't attend all of it) as it will be 
fun, informative and challenging. 


ON SUNDAY, OCTOBER 27th, 7.30 EVENSONG will be offered with suitable music set for that 


Service. We repeat our concern - that Evensong should not be lost from the vocabulary of 
our worship, and so we have this beautiful Service at least once in each liturgical 
season throughout the year. Your presence is endorsement for this concern, as well as 
your opportunity to worship in one of the finest Prayer Book services. 


At the conclusion of Evensong a short recital of tenor arias will be sung by one of our 


-choristers, Dr. Eugene Cramer. He will be accompanied by some of the music students of 


the University of Calgary where he teaches in the music faculty. Following Evensong and 
the short recital the choir members will gather in the Crump Room to see each other's 

films and slides of their singing tour in Britain this past summer. Any parishioners who 
would care to join then are most welcome - and a few laughs are assured as the camera re- 


_ calls some of the lighter aspects of tour life.

A new venture in diocesan youth gatherings will bring 
together two delegates from every parish in the diocese for this 2-day assembly. While 
not being strictly a legislative body (as Diocesan Synod is), it will however provide a 
means for youth to discuss their faith, their Church, their concerns - and formulate 
specific ways to carry out their deliberations. Our voting parish representatives are 
Carol Guppy and Andrew Bushell. Any youths may attend, and the sessions are held at 


St. Peter's Church. 


VISITATION. There was a good reaction reported by the visitors as they reported back on 


Visitation Sunday, October 6th. To date the financial results are encouraging in terms 
of percentage increase in pledges. There are still a number of incompleted cards, but we 


' hope for final returns to be in soon. (That's a hint for those who still are holding 


cards!) There is $68,555 pledged for 1975 so far and this is a favourable figure for the 
number of pledges signed. The Wardens and Paul Vogt (Visitation Chairman) are most 
appreciative of the fine effort made by all those working for the Visitation this fall. 


WORSHIP. It often comes to our attention that parishioners have very divergent expecta- 
tions of what should occur in the Service when they come to Church. When we take into 
consideration that the Prayer Book (which is the norm for Anglican worship) provides a 
stable pattern, you would think that the variations would not be much. But there is con- 
siderable scope to provide inflections even in our liturgical traditions; and we do 

listen carefully and attempt to adjudicate fairly in what people want and what is possible 
to provide at times of public worship. Requests and comments, especially in the music 
portions, are very varied and there is no way we can meet every taste, but taking all the 
parish into consideration a pattern has been worked out and followed for some time now. 


Not everybody is aware of this pattern so we describe it here to depict the scope of 


worship attempted at Christ Church. 


8.00 a.m. Every Sunday of the year the first Service is always said Holy Communion, 
Here is a time of quiet reflective worship offered simply with time for meditation.: It 
is the regular worship diet for some and probably used by most of us at some time or 


' other. 


10.00 am. Family Ducharist. At this time the liturgy alternates between the Prayer 
Book one week and a modern liturgy (for the past year we have used the Calgary Diocesan 
Rite) the next week, One hymn is sung and the Girls' Choir sings a short anthem twice 
a month. There is an air of informality as we use the Nave Altar and the atmosphere is 
fairly intimate. It takes half an hour and many stay for the Sunday Seminar progran at 
11.00. The pattern of alternating Liturgy is the choice of this congregation. 


11.00 a.m, In.the four Sundays of the month the cycle is this: 


lst Sunday ~ Choral Eucharist. The Communion music used is a "choir setting" 
and not intended for congregational participation. The choir's anthem is short and the .. 
hymns chosen are hopefully well known. Se ans Kea 

2nd Sunday ~- Morning Prayer. The congregation can sing all parts of the | 
Service (Venite, Psalm, Canticles) and the choir's anthem is their particular contribu- 
tion to the Sërvice. é 
3rd Sunday - Choral Eucharist. The Communion music is congregational (a - 
well-known setting), and usually the men and boys of the choir occupy the chancel ‘stalls. 
During the administration of Communion the adult choir sings motets from the rear gallery. 

pte Ray 4th Sunday - Morning Prayer. There may be more parts of the Service intoned 

bythe priest and the choir sings one of the Canticles after the Lessons, as well as 
their anthen. hi aie ae ; 


One feature of our parish worship life is that we have a strong tradition of good church 
music, end this is highly appreciated and endorsed by a significant sector. In order to 
have a choir which works hard to present such fine music there has. to be occasion when it 
can be included in the Services. Whenever the choir sings - be it Girls, Boys or Adults 
~ it is presented-as their particular contribution - offered on behalf of all of us in 
the worship of God. There is a deliberate attempt made through this monthly schedule to 


keep balance. between the congregation's participation and the choir's offerings. 


Whenever there abe fifth sundays we try to present something of different style - Panily 
Worship for exemple which may be less sophisticated than the usual thing ~ but which. 
again is one of the requests we encounter. aon T 


One other factor needs to be mentioned and that is the new Hymn Book which we have used 
for over a year now. There are many hymns in this book which we do not know, but they 
are worth learning and would be an asset to our corporate worship. We shall have to be 
introduced to them by degrees and as helpfully as possible so that we do not end up with 
a stilted choice for the seasons and Sundays of the year. 


A last word ~ worship is a vital experience (or should be) for us all, and that's why we 
have strong feelings about it. You can and should make your comments available to the 
Wardens and Clergy, remembering that public worship is a community expression of faith 
end response to God. ; :

TREASURER'S NOTE. With ime concurrence of the Churchwardens the Treasurer makes the 
following comment. "Each year at this time we draw to your attention the importance of 
keeping your subscriptions up to dete during the summer months. It requires particular 
emphasis this yeer. As you know, we entered 1974 with a substantial deficit. Althovgh 
this has now been recovered, we are approaching the holiday season with absolutely noting 
to spare. By far the greeter part of our expenses are salaries and other fixed items 
that go on regardless of whether there is a full congregation or not. When subscriptions 
are not kept up we are forced to borrow, and it is often well into the fall before we can 
pay back the loans. At today's high interest rates, if we have to borrow an average of 
say $8,000 for a period of four months it will cost the parish almost $300. This becomes 
a financial burden on all of us that could be relieved without any hardship to anyone 
individually. Will you please help us to avoid this unnecessary expense, and seriously 
consider prepayment of your pledge before your holiday absences."

KANSAS CITY REPORT. The Rector recently attended a conference in Kansas City, Missouri, 
where delegates to the World Council of Churches large assembly next year in Indonesia 
were informed of the issues. This was a most informative and stimulating experience as 
the World Assembly theme of "Jesus Christ frees and unites" was expressed in terms of 
world mission (evangelism) and world service (justice). 


CHOIR TOUR. As the time draws closer for our Choir to confirm their plans and arrange- 
ments for their singing tour in England this summer we share two bits of information with 
you. First, some persons have wondered if they can make a donation to the choir's tour 
funds, and the answer, gratefully, is 'of course'.

‘Should a housing allowance be paid as an alternate 
to providing a house and allow the clergy family to choose their own dwelling? There are 
no pressing issues in this matter, but some long-range policy is required, especially if 
adequate maintenance is going to be given the present rectory. 


An endowment committee is being asked to look into the whole area of developing a trust 
portfolio to receive and administer funds from bequests and estates. There is need for 
good direction to be given so that support for this form of parish security can be en- 
couraged and so that it is properly administered to fulfill its purposes. Looking ahead, 
the parish could well develop additional forms of income and support. 


FINANCES. Your Vestry has felt that it is a good way to keep everyone posted on what 
our financial position is all through the year by using the Clapper to list our expenses 
and receipts. So here's the latest report. 


For the four months of January, February, March and April 


receipts were 342, 314.00 
expenses were 34,846.00 


This does not include monies given for specific purposes outside the parish, but 
only reflects what our internal position is at this date. The excess of income helps to 
offset the deficit of 9,017.00 carried over from 1973.

It is of great benefit to both speaker and audience if people are able to take in both 
sessions and experience the total impact of his remarks and have the sequence of his 
presentations. We highly recommend and urge you to try for both nights - but if you 
can't possibly do that, do come when you can. Dr. Coward is a most able and personable 
speaker and a very great asset to our Christian community and the university.

CATHEDRAL'S HISTORY. The Dean of our Cathedral is very interested in archives and hist- 
ory. So he has put together a very informative book on the Cathedral Church of the 
Redeemer's history - lots of pictures and anecdotes of its life as it celebrates 90 years. 
Copies are available in the church office at $3.00 each. 


YOUR VESTRY REPORTS. The Vestry is hoping to use the Clapper as a continual way of 
bringing before the entire parish what is happening in the area of our financial health 
and needs. For the first two months of 1974 we are pleased to report that while we began 
the year with a deficit of $9,017 (accrued from 1973 operation), this deficit has been 
reduced to $2,670 at the end of Pebruary. i 


The receipts for the two-month period were $24,402 
Disbursements for the two months were 18,055 
Leaving an excess of 6,347 


This excess amount is what has enabled the deficit to be substantially reduced. It is 
significant however to report that this encouraging figure has come about from the fact 
that there was over $6,000 on hand as of January lst from those persons who had paid 
their 1974 pledges in advance: we should recognize that this figure is a non-recurring 
amount. 


THE PRIMATE'S TUND. The call to share with the emergency needs and development opportun- 
ities that are addressed to the Anglican Church of Canada by other areas of the world is 
focussed for us on the Fourth Sunday in Lent, March 24th. On this date a special offer- 
ing for the Primate's Fund is received, and to this end information and a special offer- 
ing envelope are enclosed. The Primate of the Anglican Church of Canada, The Most Rev. 
E. W. Scott, writes to us about this fund in these terms: 


"I do not apologize for both inviting and urging you to respond much more generous- 
ly than you have ever done in the past, both for man's sake and God's sake. Because we 
love not those whom God loves how can we say that we love the God who loves the world he 
created. last year the average annual contribution of communicant Anglicans to the 
Primate's Fund was about $1.14. Surely we are embarrassed by this fact and will refuse 
to rest content with it. What does it say to others about the level of our concern? And 
so it is.that I dare to challenge each one of you to help our Church achieve a much more 
adequate response in 1974, both by increasing your own contribution to the Primate's Fund, 
and also by challenging and encouraging others to do the same.

God sustain us all as we seek to respond to the needs of a world broken by unshared 
bread..'" © ;

One of the budget cuts is that the diocesan paper 'Sower' and the national church paper 
‘Canadian Churchman’! will no longer be subscribed by the Vestry for each name on our par- 
ish list. You will not receive these papers any longer as paid for out of budget funds.

Miscellany. In conjunction with Calgary's 100th year, the Century Calgary central 
committee has asked the churches to compile a history of their earlier days. Acting on 
this request we asked lirs. C. W. (Muriel) Adams to do the story of Christ Church from ~ 
1912-1939, and it is now ready for final typing and submission to the people putting out . 
the booklet., It is extremely well done and we are grateful for the painstaking task so 
well executed by Mrs. Adams. The printed version will become a collection of our parish's 
history much appreciated end valued. - ~ - We are glad to report that the news of our 
Vergers is all good - Stan. Nixon, our new Verger, quickly and ably assumed the many facets 
of his job and is doing nobly in all departments. Ken. Marshall is well recovered from 
his unfortunate fall off the ladder and is enjoying his retirement. If you should still 
see him about the premises in late evening it is because he continues (under arrangements 
with the Wardens) to do the late night lock-up and check of the building. - - - At the 
World Council of Churches Assembly scheduled for August 1975 in Djakarta, Indonesia, the 
Anglican Church of Canada intends to send three delegates: the Primate (Archbishop Scott), 
a lay person (a lady ~- not yet selected), and your Rector has been named to be the priest- 
delegate. It is an honour to be so named to this huge gathering of 2500 churchmen from 
all parts of the world, and came as an unexpected surprise. ~ =- - The Synod of this dio~- 
cese (175 clergy and laity) met recently to examine and adopt a new edition of the Consti- 
tution and Canons (regulations) of the Diocese. This updating task was prepared by a 
group headed by Judge E. H. Tavender, Chancellor of the Diocese. Many changes reflecting 
needs and conditions of our age were approved; and some which could have an effect on our 
parish are: 


~- Vestry membership no longer restricted to 12 persons. 

- Parishes can continue to providc a house for the clergy or offer housing allowances 
to permit clergy to own their own homes. 

- Changes the process of appointment of clergy so that it requires "approval and consent 
cf a majority of Wardens, Lay Delegates and Vestry". 

~- Any communicant, male or female, who is 18 years, is eligible for office of Church- 
warden, Vestry member or Synod Delegate. 


JOURNEY INTO FAITH. Our whole program of parish education enabling each one to grow and- 
progress in the realm of our spiritual life is always under review. To this end we 
assess and support the program so that it can be of most help in the learning process. 
Jn the new year the following will be offered on Sunday mornings.

THE WEST AFRICAI DROUGHT SITUATION: (Information supplied by the Primate's office) 


Background. 24 million people are enduring the deprivation of a six year drought in West 
Africa's interior which began in 1967. Research at that time indicated that it would be- 
come worse. In 1969 the churches became involved in emergency relief. The first help 
came from the people of the area themselves, through a joint Christian~Moslem organiza- 
tion, "SOS Sahel". Later help came from other African countries, and finally, interna- 
tional aid arrived in March of 1973. 


The causes of the drought are complex. Climate is a large factor, but not the dominant 
one. Climatic conditions were foreseen and water is obtainable, but is very deep and 
expensive to extract. The dominant factor seems to be the single crop economy of cotton, 
groundnuts, etc. in each of the countries, which economy was re-inforced by colonial 
administrative structures. The people know what they want, now have the necessary 
research, but no means of implementation without outside help. Within the suffering 

there is a great deal of hope and solidarity. A six~country interstate committee has been 
established with church representation. 


We Are There. The existance of the Primate's World Relief and Development Fund enabled 
us to make an initial grant of 10,000 earlier this year, and a further grant of $10,000 
has been approved this week. (August l, 1973) Your regular contributions to the Fund 
thus enable the Church to act humanely and compassionately in your name, and to do it 
immediately. 


The group of Canadian Churches which work together, "Church Action for Emergency Aid", 
(CAFEA), have to this date contributed $86,000 for work in the drought area. 


The Long Range. Today's help is to sustain life, help with medical needs, provide seed, 
and share in planning for the future. Beyond that the local religious community ~ Muslim, 
Catholic and Protestant ~ is working together with Councils of Ministers in each country 
and with a Government Interstate Committee on plans to prevent this agricultural disaster 
from happening again. Plans include hydroagriculture (the use of special pumps to bring 
water from deep artesian wells), reforestation (to hold back the encroachment of the 
desert) and diversification of crops. 


Canadian Government Action. The Canadian Government has already been responsive to 
recommendations for bold aid programs. The heads of the Canadian Churches plan shortly 
to meet with government officials to discuss an expansion of Canada's aid to the six 
drought stricken countries. 


Our Own Response. One reason the government listens to the Churches is the fact that we 
have our own Development and Relief programs and are backing up with cash and’ personnel 

our recommendations to government to invest tax dollars in both immediate and long-range 
aid programs. j 


Other Canadian agencies are launching an August media campaign alerting all our citizens 
to the needs. Contributions from Church members can best be made through the Primate's 
World Relief and Development Fund, either through your local congregation or by mailing 
directly to the Fund at 600 Jarvis Street, Toronto I4Y 236. You can be sure your money 
is greatly needed and will be spent responsibly.

GENERAL SYNOD. The legislative body of the Anglican Church of Canada met in Regina 
May 3 - 10 and was attended by 300 delegates from Newfoundland to Vancouver Island, and 
all areas of our vast north. From the news media reports you will have caught some major 
items, and a very concise summary of four pages is available at the church doors or from 
the church office free. As one delegate from this diocese your Rector reports that 
General Synod - after long debate voted to accept the principle of ordination of women to 
the priesthood; implementation to follow House of Bishops working out a pattern and educa- 
tional program for whole church. 

~ set a new pattern for Christian initiation which makes one rite of Baptism, 
lay-.ag-on-of-hands, and first communion - thus reflecting more accurately what was done 
by the Church in first three centuries and now being re-adopted in several Anglican 
regions and other churches. 

- gave "first reading" to constitutional changes for possibility for union 
with other churches. It still requires approval at another General Synod, making 1977 
earliest possible date for Church Union. Voting qualifications and procedures more 
clarified and set. 

. ~ set up a Primate's Council of the Church in the North to establish a self- 

determining church where Eskimo, Indian and white cultures intermingle. 

- supported Native aboriginal rights and traditions of Indian and Eskimo. 

~- strengthened a pro-life position respecting the abortion questions; and 
that the Church should speak to policy making bodies where pollution, justice, racism, 
housing, equality ox opportunity were at stale in the quality of life. 

- acknowledged the need for spiritual renewal and to discover and share our 
personal commitment to Jesus Christ and our relationships with each other in order to 
minister sacrificially to the community at large.

VISITING BELIRINGERS. From Monday, June 11, through to Thursday, June 14, a party of 
twelve English bellringers will be visiting Calgary. Permission has been granted for 
them to attempt to ring two peals on our bells. The first will be on June 12 and the 
second on June 14, both between 10 a.m. and l p.m. A "peal" may be described as a con- 
tinuous ringing performance of at least 5,000 changes. This will take about 24 hours and 
for that time cach bell must be rung by the seme person throughout, and no written aids 
to memory are permitted. All mistakes must be rectified immediately, or the performance 
will be considered invalid. For those of us who enjoy the ringing of bells, this should 
prove to be an enjoyable week, since these visitors may be considered experts in their 
field, with the result that the ringing should be of a high standard. To those who do 
not enjoy ringing, we crave your indulgence on these two mornings. In addition to the 
two peal attempts, we hope that the visitors will also be able to attend our regular 
lionday practice on June 11, and so assist in the education of our local ringers.

ESKIMO CLERGY. First graduates of the world's most northerly clergy training school, 
four Inuit (Eskimo) deacons, were ordained Anglican priests at a ceremony in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, Regina, llay 13. The graduates, all in their thirties and married with famil- 
ies, are Abelie Napartuck of Great Whale River, Timothy Kalai from Coral Harbour, Jimny 
Muckpah from Pond Inlet, and Bliyah Keenainak from Southampton Island. They were the 
first trainees of the Anglican Church of Canada's Arthur Turner Training School, 20 miles 
from the Arctic Circle, at Pangnirtung, when it opened in 1970, and spent two years there 
before being ordained deacons on Easter Day 1972. Since then each of the men have been 
stationed at different missions in the N.W.T. and northern Quebec. 


A shortage of clergy in the Diocese of The Arctic, Canada's largest Anglican diocese 
covering an area of nearly three million square miles, led to the establishment of the 
Arthur Turner school to train Inuit both as theologians and as leaders of their own 
society. The students were deliberately chosen from different parts of the Arctic so 
they could benefit from an exchange of experience. They brought their families to Pang- 
nirtung for the two-year stay. The course, in the Inuit language with daily English 
lessons, was designed to prepare priests to be capable of dealing with problems and 
practical needs of northern ministry. As well as theology, the Inuit students were 
taught sociology, psychology and an understanding of social work, hygiene, public health, 
law and justice, and how to develop leadership among their own people. Much of their 
studies and discussions concentrated on finding ways of bridging gaps between the old 
and the new way of life in the Arctic. 


The late Rt. Rev. Donald liarsh, Bishop of The Arctic, who died early this year, described 
the course as "on-the-spot training as curates in parochial work which gives the graduates 
a background unparalleled so far by any workers in the Arctic". While the men attended 
the course, their wives practised domestic skills, learning cooking, sewing and launder- 
ing. The Most Rev. G. F. C. Jackson, who is Archbishop of the Diocese of Qu'Appelle and 
Metropolitan of the Anglican Province of Rupert's Land, ordained the priests. Archdeacon 
J. C. ll. Clarke, administrator of the Diocese of The Arctic, acted as interpreter.

CALGARY TO BELIZE. How is your geography? Could you go to the atlas or globe and trace 


a direct line from Calgary to Belize? The clue is that it is the capital of British 
Honduras in Central America - the spot chosen to receive our Lenten self-denial offer- 
ings this year. A representative of the Anglican Church of Canada, The Rev. Wes. Mault- 
said, is working there at the invitation of the Church in British Honduras, and part of 
his efforts are in the Christian Social Council of that economically depressed area. One 
project he writes to us about is the equipping of their centre so they can offer con- 
structive social aid and self-help prograis for the people there. The specific improve 
ments will cost about 3800.00 (Canadian) and we hope to meet this figure. Our usual 
Lenten coin card offerings total about 3500.00 to $600.00, and with other designated 
contributions to Third World needs we will endeavour to fulfill this objective.

‘The 
first of his two presentations will be made on the llth at our regular Wednesday evening 
Lenten progran; he will be with us for the Eucharist at 5.30 pom. and for the potluck 
supper following. His presentation will begin about 6.45 pem. For that evening only a 
children's program will also be provided from 6.45 to 8.00 pem. Parents with young 
children may then leave for home, while Dean O'Driscoll's remarks may continue until a 
little later in the evening. The second half of the Dean's presentation will be given 
on Thursday, April 12, beginning at 8 p.m. We commend these two evening sessions to you 
most sincerely in the hope that as many as possible will take advantage of this opportun~ 
ity to meet and hear a man who has much to say about living the Christian life in this 
particular age and time. 


LAST SUNDAY, April lst, was a particularly happy day for the parish of Christ Church with 
the presentation of thirty-four young people for Confirmation. These candidates have 
been under instruction since the latter part of September and have now come to make this 
most important step in their Christian lives. We rejoice with them, their families and 
their friends, on this memorable occasion.

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O'DRISCOLL RETURNS. Last year during Lent we were fortunate to have The Very Rev. T 
Herbert O'Driscoll, Dean of Christ Church Cathedral, Vancouver, with us for two evenings 
of spiritual stimulation and challenge. The strong recommendation of last year's attend- 
ance was that he should come again ~ and he has consented. He will be at Christ Church 
for our Wednesday 5.30 Eucharist and program on April 11 and for the second phase of his 
presentation on Thursday, April 12. Dean O'Driscoll is a very gifted man with much elo- 
quence and penetrating insights to apply our Christian faith to everyday life. Please 
arrange now to be present for both evenings and a pre-registration will be asked to en- 
able us to best use his time with us. ‘Watch for details and pre-registration information 
in the Sunday leaflets. His abilities are very diverse and we strongly commend him for 
youth and young adults to meet and hear. He is a frequent theme speaker at Youth confer- 
ences and camps. Included in his Alberta itinerary will be an address to the Diocesan 
A.C.W. annual meetings in liedicine Hat. 


INTERESTING READING. A couple of items which have recently come to our attention that 
you'd like to know about and possibly obtain are mentioned here. 

(1) "The Religious Value System of Young Adults 15-24 years in Calgary 1971" by Raymond 
Currie is a fascinating study carried out among Calgary youth as a research project for 
the doctoral thesis awarded by Fordham University to the author. The project was encour- 
aged and supported by Calgary Inter-—laith, and the report discloses some interesting 
features. Among other things it reveals that the fall-out rate (leaving the Church) for 
Anglicans is less than many other groups; it shows that early training among Anglicans 
has very strong influence on their conduct and it creates a sense of freedom to choose, 
but responsibility in choosing. There are very disturbing features for the whole of 
society in this study - and certainly we can hardly rest content when all the evidence 
is in. The author was formerly Superior of the Franciscan Retreat House at Cochrane and 
now teaches sociology at the University of Manitoba. He is also a very charming, warm 
and intelligent Christian gentleman. 

(2) "Plan of Union" is the document recently submitted to the executive bodies of the 
Anglican Church, United Church, and Disciples of Christ for formal study. These three 
churches are in serious deliberation and negotiation over the matter of organic union, 
and this booklet gives very specific proposals on every aspect of the union. It is a 
well written, clearly stated, readable work that may very well lift many clouds of sus- 
picion and cause a new flurry of excitement for the union to happen. At present it is 
in circulation for study only - and deserves serious attention. It is available for 
v1.00 per copy and can be ordered through our parish church office. Study groups to 
effectively deal with this 'Plan of Union! booklet will be set up in proportion to the 
response and interest shown in the parish. 

(3) Periodicals. Por your general information we want you to know that in the Quiet 
Room you will find regular issues of several church newspapers and magazines — Anglican, 
Episcopalian, Roman Catholic, United Church = all there for your perusal and stimulation. 


INTERESTING VIEWING. While not everybody reads, it's probably safe to say everybody 
watches some television! We heartily recommend that you schedule your viewing to include: 
(1) "Man Alive" on Channel 2 every Monday at 10.30 p.m. never fails to come up with a 
program of considerable worth, and reflects a total Christian concern for man, God's 
world and God's love. 

(2) "Love" is the name of a new Calgary Inter-I'aith 13-week series of telecasts shown on 
Channel 2 Sundays at 4. The series began February 11 and will deal with many dimensions 
of the "love" element in humanity; produced with local people it is well worth watching.

In another direction we continue to have inter-church relations that provide opportuni- 
ties for mutual service and worship. Marking the observance throughout the world whereby 
Christians pray in January for Christian Unity, we are invited to share in a joint Ser- 
vice of prayer and worship. On Sunday, January 28th, at 7.30 p.m. in St. Anthony's R. C. 
Church, 5340 - 4th Street S.W. we are warmly urged to join with United, Roman Catholic 
and Anglicans of this part of Calgary in an ecumenical Service; our Rector is to be the 
preacher on this occasion.

Commencing this fall a new program of Christian Education on Sunday mornings was intro- 
duced with the above title. Having run for nine weeks we can report this much as to

pants can gather for mutual enjoyment and sharing in the Coffee Hour at 12. 


(iii) The Sunday Seminar in the Crump Room at 11 a.m. sets out to provide a series 
of presentations on matters affecting man's spiritual dimension, and especially for those 
whose agnosticism precludes thea from more formal worship. While we could not expect 
that. every session would be of first-class calibre, we do feel (from evaluations given by 
many participants) that the overall standard has been excellent and the quality of dis- 
cussion very rewarding. Some very capable people of various disciplines have graciously 
given topnotch leadership to the seminars. The initial theme on the 'state of religious 
curiosity today' ran for three weeks, and the second one on ‘preparation for ethical con- 
duct! covered five weeks. The next series is on ‘ambition in human life! and runs till 
Christmas. The attendance has run from 20 to 50 and each. week there has been a very 
lively and thoughtful discussion emanating from each presentation. 


(iv) The Youth Group also meets at ll a.m. and had some good sessions on 'modern 
music and its messages!'. A new series on ‘interesting careers and occupations! is in 
progress and will feature some fascinating people whose work or interests are out of the 
ordinary. Some ways these unusual vocations reflect a Christian life style will come into 
the discussion too. All Teens are warmly invited to this group (so far numbering 16~25) 
which meets in the Teen Lounge in the lower gym. area. 


(v) The Discussion Group was advertised to provide an occasion for a relatively 
small (6-10) group to distinctly discuss in depth a topic of the group's choosing. A 
group met for three or four weeks at 11 o'clock in the Rector's office, but it has not 
had a consistent pattern. It may be that the Sunday Seminar so closely provides this ex- 
perience that the Discussion Group will not have a steady following. Your clergy would 
be pleased to hear from those who feel (and they certainly have a right to) that the 
Discussion Group should continue to be provided for in the total 11 o'clock program. 


(vi) Church School classes have enjoyed a steady enrollment since our term began 
in September, and now we are into the second semester. The Teal Curriculum has been well 
received by the teachers and pupils; we look forward to getting some parents! reactions to 
this more "content-loaded" course of studies. Classes are offered from age 3 to Junior 
High, so please see that your child(ren) are getting this good instruction regularly. 
With the third semester starting in January we are now looking for teaching staff to meet 
our needs in that period; please don't wait for Douglas. Skoyles to call you - phone him 
to talk about the courses and discover in what way you can help in this responsibility 
and privilege of teaching younger Christians about their faith. 


(vii) It is very difficult to assess how many persons are using and benefiting from 
the Quiet Room. This room is provided as a haven of guaranteed peace and quiet where one 
can sit and read, meditate and relax in an undisturbed environment for an hour Sunday 
Mornings. It is hoped that everybody realizes that one is free to go in and out during 
that hour; all that is expected is a reasonable degree of quietness from the participants 
when they are in that room. 
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All in all we have found a good level of appreciative response to the Journey into Faith 
program, By concentrating the events at the same time, more families find their several 
interests are met. Figures would indicate that more persons are coming into the Church 
building than did previously on Sundays. We note also that with this choice of events, 
some people are switching around from week to week to attend that which draws them on a 
particular day. The overall result is that more people are coming more regularly - 
possibly because there is something each time that meets their need - and hopefully en- 
ables them to grow as we all pursue our "Journey into Faith",

prophesies are retold to help us prepare for Christ's Birth. This isa moving Service 
(last year crowded out when the Provost of Coventry was here), and one that many look for- 
ward to each Advent. Plan to bring your family and friends on November 26th at 7.30 for 
a good Advent Season beginning. 


APPEAL LETTER. In June the Churchwardens wrote to many parishioners outlining Christ - 
Church's level of income and seeking increased income to meet our commitments. From that 
mailing an encouraging response ensued from those who replied, yet many made no reply at 
all - possibly because of the time of year. A second mailing went out in early October 
to those who had previously made no response, and-once again there has been a helpful in- 
crease from a number. To date the amount received for 1972 budget has grown by ‘14,400. 
as a result of this letter. It is expected that more replies will come and with then 
some indication of stewardship for 1973 which people were also asked to mark on the card 
sent out. 


For the response to date the Churchwardens and Vestry are most appreciative; this in- 
creased figure will allow our parish to sustain its work and needs.” To any who have 
well-intentioned plans to make a contribution or at least return the card, and have not 
done so yet, will you please try to do this soon; thank you. 


THANK YOU. On behalf of my wife Kathryn and myself I would like to take this opportuni ty

ST. JOHN'S, BLACKFOOT RESERVE. For over three years we have had strong concern and devel- 
oping ties with the native parish on the Blackfoot Reserve 65 miles east of Calgary, near 
Gleichen. During the nearly 100 years of Anglican ministry to these people, we have never 
had a church building for public worship; throughout a good part of this time the people 
on the reserve came to the school chapel in the Old Sun School building, now mainly occu- 
pied by an extension of Mount Royal College. In the past few months the Diocese was able 
to move the redundant Holy trinity Church building from the Montgomery area of the city 
out to a selected location on Blackfoot Reserve. This building is to be dedicated by 

our Bishop on Wednesday, October llth, at 7 p.m. It is our hope to have a delegation of 
people represent Christ Church on that important occasion and share with our fellow 
Anglicans on the reserve in the joy of having their place of worship. The building has 

an adequate basement with congregational facilities and will be a great asset to their 


. parish life. 


The costs of moving the building, constructing the basement and preparing the building 
for use have been borne by the parish, the Diocese and the Anglican Foundation. Some 
$5,000.00 was raised by St. John's own people, but final costs exceeded their ability 
slightly. So we are informing you that contributions (to cover painting and other items) 
for St. John's would be greatly appreciated and can be made through our own church 
office simply marked for St. John's, Blackfoot Reserve.

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CARLILE MEMORIAL TRUST. From gifts made by the family at the time of the deaths of Edith 
and Reginald Carlile, a trust has been established to benefit the parish for many years. 
The Churchwardens report that following consultation with Miss Betty Carlile, the purpose 
of this endowment is to provide some funds to bring a special preacher or lecturer to 
Christ Church yearly, or from tine to time. Many parishioners will fondly remember Edith 
and Reginald Carlile as long time faithful worshippers and supporters of Christ Church 
during their many years of residence in Calgary. Mr. Reginald C. Carlile was a son of 
the famous Prebendary Wilson Carlile, the founder of the Church Army - that evangelistic. 
and socially concerned arm of the Anglican Church now found throughout the world. We re- 
cord with appreciation this gift that enables the Carlile name to be remembered in such 
a.significant way, and which will continue to benefit Christ Church parishioners for years 
to come. 


STEWARDSHIP LUNCHEONS. Five down and ten to go - maybe more! That's the score at the 
time this Clapper is written, as we report that the People's Warden and the Rector 
(sometimes joined by the Rector's Warden) have held five very profitable lunchtime 
gatherings with men of the parish. Each occasion has been attended by an average of 10 
men who have sympathetically listened to reports given by their parish officers. The 
basic purpose has been to share information and obtain reactions and suggestions. There 
is some concern about the 1972 financial condition of the parish and also the long-range 
situation to underwrite the parish's operation in future years. The 50 or so participants 
to date have all been most positive and helpful in recommending action and ways to im- 
prove the level of stewardship, especially financial givings, in the parish. It is the 
intention of this program to hold at least 10 more such gatherings (all kindly hosted by 
men of the parish) so that hopefully 150 better informed and concerned parishioners will 
be an aware nucleus for our parish. The personal encounter on each occasion has been 
very rewarding: it has been suggested that this sort of communication is the best kind 
available to us today, and could be a year-round feature. 


60th ANNIVERSARY OF THE PARISH. It was on August 12th, 1912 that Cyprian Pinkham, then 
Bishop of Calgary, signed the document bringing into being the Parish of Christ Church 
in response to a petition from some residents of Elbow Park asking for a church in this 
area. To observe this important anniversary, plans are now being made to properly mark 
this historic milestone. Former and present parishioners who have recollections of our 
church's earlier days, together with snapshots, slippings and souvenirs, will be asked to 
help us keep this anniversary. An anniversary dinner is being considered, and other 
events will take place to bring together the current membership and those of previous 
decades in some worthy appreciation of our history. Anybody who has items or ideas to 
offer should contact either Mrs. P.J. Ratcliff or Mr. Gordon Cummings. As the six framed 
lined drawings that hang in the office-wing hallway show, this parish has undergone many 
changes since its inception, and a lot of people have been associated with it over the 
years. With gratitude to God for all the devotion of parishioners, past and present, we 
shall prepare for and hold our 60th birthday party.

RECTOR'S ROSTER. At a time when we need more and better communication there is often 
asked, quite sincerely, what are the major demands placed upon our clergy? What do they 
spend their time doing, what are the chief tasks and what are the urgent claims on their 
ministry? These are very valid questions and a full answer would probably be very illum- 
inating to many people. Each of our priests on staff at Christ Church woulda give a some~ 
what different answer for there are distinctions in responsibilities and tasks. Starting 
with the Rector, he finds that personal counselling takes probably the largest section of 
time, and it is followed by the administrative tasks of the parish (meetings, committees, 
correspondence, paper work and minutae of parish business ). Visiting is split into home 
calls, hospitals, dropping into business offices and various forms of follow-up on per- 
sonal situations. The one thing that takes precedence over everything else are the 
crises conditions = extreme illness, death, anxieties, marital disasters, etc. where it 
is so important to respond at once to the need for help and support. Beyond the parish 
demands there are, at times, fairly heavy involvements in affairs related to the Diocese 
of Calgary, the programs of Calgary Inter—Faith, and the governing council of the College 
of Emmanuel and St. Chad (our theological seminary in Saskatoon). There is a parish 
staff of priests and laity to oversee in some manner, and the necessity to have moments 
to think, pray and read. As well, the Rector has a wife and four children - not that 
they should be placed last or least! Throughout all these varying parts of his day it 
remains pretty important that he be available for people to see and be able to reach. 
Since one of the major expectations put upon him (by virtue of his ordination) is to 
teach and administer the sacraments, we mist not forget that these emphases are necessary 
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for him to carry out through times of public worship, teaching sessions, and episodes of 
ministering to people in a host of varied circumstances. Here, in rough outline, are 
some of the ways your Rector divides his time and exercises his prime function of being 
a priest in the Church of God. In subsequent issues of the Clapper our Associate Priests 
will relate their work in its many aspects for the benefit of this parish. 


OUR SUMMER SUNDAY SCHEDULE begins on June 4th with Services at 8 a.m. and 10 a.m. 


THIS COMING SUNDAY, MAY 14th, we will be holding another in our series of Evensongs, this 
time in recognition of Ascensiontide. These evening Services are held at regular inter- 
vals in honour of the major seasons of the Church Year, and give an opportunity to the 
parish to enjoy some of the great music of the Church which is associated with Evensong.

Glover (tenor), and David Tatchell (bass), singing two trios from Haydn's 'Oreation', and 
the latter singing 2 duets from Mendelssohn's 'St. Paul'. Do plan to be with us this 
Sunday at 7.30 p.m. 


BY THIS TIME many of you will have heard from those who participated something about the 
impact of Dean O'Driscoll's visit to the parish during Lent. His talk on Women's Lib and 
‘the Feminine Mystique to over 100 ladies at the Tuesday luncheon was fascinating and very 
well received. His informal addresses to the 60 odd parishioners on the Monday and Tues- 
day evenings were based upon his impressions of the great changes which have taken place 
in thinking within the Church over the past 20 years. He saw the shallow optimism of the 
'50s and the equally shallow pessimism of the '60s giving place to a new and healthy 
realism in the '70s; he called upon the Church to respond with courage and with hope to 
the challenges of today. It's quite impossible to convey the spirit of his talks in a 
short paragraph, but a questionnaire answered by most of the participants indicated great 
enthusiasm and a wish to invite Dean O'Driscoll back to Christ Church next spring. The 
invitation will be sent shortly and we hope many more parishioners will be able to bene= 
fit from his anticipated visit next year. 


AS MANY OF YOU WILL REMEMBER, last September the members of the 1971 Vestry met for a 
one-day "think" session in order to. establish some long-term goals for Christ Church Par- 
ish. On the basis of the decisions reached in this regard, small task forces were set up 
by Vestry to examine and evaluate every aspect of parish life in the light of the goals 
which were accepted. These task forces are still very much alive and working hard at 
their assignments. A suggestion was made at a recent Vestry meeting that the parish as 

a whole might benefit from a brief explanation of the goals established at that one-day 
session, goals which are still the criteria upon which the various task forces are func- 


tioning. So here goes! 
Goals of Christ Church Parish: 


1) to be hearers and bearers of the Word. 

2) to be a deep pastoral community. 

3) to offer service to and for the world. 

4) to Celebrate the presence of God in all of life. 


1) Members of Christ Church Parish are called by their baptism to have hearts 
and minds which are always open to a more profound understanding of "the Word", the Word 
of God as expressed in the life and teachings, death and Resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

It is our goal to be a community of Christian people who listen very hard and very care~ 
fully to that Word and who, in our lives, try to bring that Word to bear upon all our re- 
lationships with other people. It is primarily by the quality of our lives that we 
"bear" or carry that Word which we are receiving, to other people. 

2) The parish is also called to be a community of Christian people who are deep- 
ly concerned about each other and who minister to each other in many ways. A "deep, pas- 
toral community" is one in which clergy and people look for ways to deepen and strengthen 
the ties which bind the whole parish family together under God. Such a. community will 
be, in the truest sense, a family bound together in a common task, each member helping 
the other to carry out his ministry, his function, within the whole. 

$3) Our third goal is to become a community of people who are aware of their call 
to. be servants of God and of His world. Such a community will realize that we are the 
followers of Jesus Christ who said that He came not to be served, but to serve. The mem- 
bers of this community will try to serve God by giving Him first place in their lives, 
and by serving, in concrete, positive ways, the community in which the parish is set. 

Such a community will also be aware of their obligations under God towards the wider work 
of the Church in the world and towards the needs oz their fellow men, wherever they may be. 

4) Finally, it shall be the goal of this parish to become a community of people 
who see and celebrate the presence of God in all of life. This Presence is celebrated 
primarily of course in worship and the sacraments, but also through human lives in which 
"love, joy, peace" are clearly to be seen. 


These 4 goals are obviously very closely inter-related; any one without the 
others could threaten the wholeness and integrity of the parish community. Terribly 
idealistic?? Of course they are, but without such ideals, such goals, we would be poor 
indeed. We need a direction in which to move; we need signposts to guide us. It is our 
hope that these 4 goals will provide precisely that.

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CALGARY INTER-FAITH. On June 9th your Rector was elected president of this organization 
for the next year. This may not mean much to many, so perhaps it is well to inform the 
parish of what this group is and what significance it has for our parish since David 
Tatchell is its new head. 


This inter-faith group is a social concern agency for 81 churches in the Calgary area. 

By and through this agency a wide scope of activities and studies are made possible com- 
passing the widest range of interests imaginable. It is an exciting, vital and dynamic 
group of dedicated laity and clergy who have a record of getting things done in all areas 
of hunan need. 


As its president, your tector will be in day to day contact with the Inter-Faith office 
downtown to give oversight- to its operation. He will attend many meetings and give some 
supervisory care to its overall operations. 


On its "activity" side, currently Inter-Paith is involved in housing (Riverview Village), 
Miles for iällions (C.D.I.D.S.), welfare rights, legal aid, native development, TV and 
radio, drug centre, ecology, and Inter-Iaith chorus. On its "study" side it has people 
dealing with religious education, mental health, sheltered workshops, immigration, ecu- 
menical studies, and coalition for development. It continually works alongside of reha- 
bilitation programs for alcoholism, clothing banks, and many denominational programs of 
social action. For some time now, Inter-Faith has been the vehicle for all Anglican 
social service work. 


It would be of immeasurable value to Calgary Inter-Faith - and our Rector - if parishion- 
ers of Christ Church became more actively involved in any one or more of these worth- 
while expressions of Christian endeavour.

SOIREE 
MINI-SABBATICAL REPORT. "Having just returned from a marvellous 34 days in Britain, 
courtesy of the Bishop's lien who make this study tour possible, and through the kindness 


of Christ Church to allow me this opportunity, I wish first to register extreme grati- 
tude for the study-—Leave. 


For the first three weeks of this time a full itinerary was arranged that took us in 
turn to Coventry for 9 days, to the Lake District for 5 days, to Lincoln for a week, and 
to Norfolk for a 4-day weekend. We were whisked up to Coventry directly from our plane 
at Gatwick, and were introduced to the industrial midlands quite thoroughly. The domin- 
ant feature of Coventry city (400,000 population) is the Cathedral with its modern edi- 
fice linked to the bombed-out ruins of the medieval building. This place of worship and 
witness is still Britain's biggest tourist attraction, and we saw it as far more than 
that because we met the full-time staff of 26 men and women plus many of the volunteer 
workers. It is a centre rapidly gaining international renown for its many-faceted minis- 
try: industrial chaplains, race-reletions workers, ecumenical teams, youth centre, 
social service programs, educational opportunities and a never-ending stream of delega- 
tions that stay in the Cathedral hostel. ‘je were privileged to meet, hear and tour with 
the capable and dedicated people who make Coventry Cathedral a real spiritual powerhouse. 
In Coventry we were all billeted as guests of Cathedral families. 


Our time in the Lake District was spent in an old stately home, now operated by the — 
church as a conference centre, Rydal Hall, near Ambleside. Our instruction here came 
through the leadership of Dr. Frank Lake, a psychiatzxist-theologian, who dealt with our 
work in all its demanding inter-personal relationships. Here we worked quite hard - 7 
to 8 hours a day in session - and when not indoors we were out rambling over the hills 
of this gorgeous part of Ingland enjoying the scenery and the most favourable sunny 
weather. 


For the period at Coventry and Ambleside our ten Calgary clergy and our Bishop were 
joined by seven clergy and their Bishop from the Diocese of Montana. It was good to 
have this added element of diversity to our study, and they were with us on the charter 
flights also. 


During our week in Lincoln we were delighted to live in their Theological College and 
somewhat nostalgically relive our own college days, only this time it seemed to be much 
more fun. The Lincoln College has a lively student body (54), mostly married men with 
families, plus ten female theological students - this was new! They all made us most 
welcome and we were favoured with lectures from their own faculty plus exposure to wo 
visiting bishops who liberally gave us their time. 


The weekend in Norfolk was for the purpose of living with an English person and his 
family, and so we were fanned out throughout the country to live, worship and share with 
our counter=parts. y spot was Swaffham, where an old college mate is Vicar, and it was 
delightful as well as instructive to gain firsthand knowledge of English church life."

In the past some of the 
residences have been located through the Department of Indian Affairs, but mostly by 
families finding their own places. In recent times the ‘lormons have been active in this 
program with very obvious proselytizing motives - and often sad consequences to both 
children and parents.

A number of serious issues were debated at great length by Vestry to assess what ought 
to be the parish's first priority for any expenditure of funds. The need for a per- 
son to work in the field of Christian Education for the entire parish emerged as the 
top need and hence was included in the 1971 Budget.

From consultation with other churches it was 


learned that a male appointment tends to be more 
o => permanent and workable. There are no preferences 
indicated as to whether it be a priest or layman. 


The most important features would be experience, 
training, personality and capability.

This will enable those hard of hearing and those who in 
the past have been unfortunate enough to sit in one of the "dead" spots of the church to 

no longer have any difficulty in hearing. The system appears to be working well, and it 
will enable those unaccustomed to public speaking to have no hesitation in taking part in 
the Services through fear of not being heard. We are much indebted for this acquisition 
and its resulting benefit to everyone. 


PREACHING SCHEDULE. 


It is anticipated that during the fall season we will be favoured with the guest 
appearances of several preachers at Christ Church. In the roster now being arranged we 
hope to have included some prominent and articulate lay persons as well as those clergy who 
have won a notable distinction in their ability to communicate through the spoken word. 
Someone has said that preaching has never known a more difficult age than today because of 
the critical faculties possessed by so many of the hearers; this is counter—balanced by the 
fact that today's hearers are undoubtedly hungry in the search for meanings.

There are very few places where we cannot get to a place of 
public worship, and of course we can always have our own acts of family worship no matter 
where we are located. Many interesting and enriching experiences await us when we wor- 
ship in a new place, and we should never neglect the opportunity to expose ourselves and 
our children to new and fresh worship experiences. It is fundamentally through the act 
of worship that we acknowledge Who God is, who we are, and the strengthening of our rela- 
tionship with God through Jesus Christ that is the compelling and fortifying experience 
intended in worship.

This assistance is given in collaboration with the Division of Inter-Church Aid, 
Refugee and World Service of the World Council of Churches, so that no wasteful or dupli- 
cation of effort occurs. The enclosed envelope gives each one of us an opportunity to 
HELP the great numbers of distressed humanity all across the world. Contributions to this 
fund can be made any time throughout the year. 


PASSION SUNDAY. To bring the account of Christ's trial, persecution and death to our re- 
collection, the Passiontide Cantata "The St. Iuke Passion" will be presented at the 11 
o'clock Service this Sunday. This cantata is a simple and direct setting of the St. Iuke 
narrative of Our Lord's Passion. 


NEW SEMESTER. This Sunday inaugurates the fourth and final semester of the Church School 
year. Once again we would stress two major considerations; first that it is expected 
that the children registered will make every effort to be present for all the Sundays of 
the semester (March 15th to May 17th); and second that children who are not able to make 
this commitment are not necessarily excluded from Sunday instruction. There will again 
be provision made for those who are not intending to be present on a continuing basis.

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l. First, our own parish groups have first priorities in occupying and using our 
facilities. This list would include the ladies! groups, choirs, teenagers, Confirmation 
classes, study groups, and all their attendant programs ~ plus the parish-sponsored groups 
like Scouts, Cubs (2 packs), Brownies (3 packs) and Guides. (This does not include the 
Church School or groups meeting on Sunday.) 


To passers-by ovr fine set of buildings may look like a quiet mausol- 
eum disturbed only by the sounds of worship on Sunday. For the infor- 
mation of all parishioners we would like to share the following with 
you as it tells of the constant, varied and multiple uses made of our 
facilities a11 week long. 


2. We try to accomodate community-based groups which require space. At present we 
provide facilities for two kindergartens, gym facilities for private schools, a choral 
society and two dance troupes on a regular schedule. There are other occasional requests 
made for similar uses. All such groups make a donation for the utilities. 


3. We are asked to make space for various arts, crafts and cultural activities quite 
frequently. We cannot always oblige, but do our best with the space and time-tables of 
those who have a priority. There are times when the sounds and sights would make you 
think we were an academy of performing arts or fitness culture. The point is, the build- 
ing is used to a very high degree, and we hope most profitably. 


IO SING OR NOT TO SING? In the realm of public worship tastes vary tremen- 
dously. In our several Anglican traditions people have strong notions of 
what they want when they come to church. It usually boils down to this - 
some want to participate in everything and all the time. Others find more 
meaning in having a choir render music in a form they find is uplifting and 
beautiful. 


In an attempt to strike a balance we issued a statement last year that has been adhered 
to for some time now. It is repeated here for your assistance and reference in the con- 
duct of our Services. i 


Sunday Services. The first Service at 8 a.m. (always a said, simple Holy Communion, ex- 
cept at major Festivals) is an experience of quiet, objective and serene worship. The 
morning sun streams through the windows (except in winter) and a sense of repose and medi- 
tation comes easily - provided you are awake! For those who like a peaceful and consist- 


ent atmosphere, this is provided here. 


The 9:30 has the dominant characteristics of congregational participation. Not just 
in singing hymns, but in reading lessons, offering prayers, deciding themes and topics, 
and discussion leadership. The short (20-30 minute) Service is varied, to the point, and 
mostly non-liturgical. Tach day's theme is announced in advance, and after being comment~ 
ed on briefly in church is explored more widely at an informal discussion period. This 
Service swings - it's for those who want lively topical material, and especially for 
parents who want to share a common worship, teaching, exploring situations with their 
family. Experimental Eucharists and Youth Services are often included in the 9:30 sched- 
ule. 

At 11 o'clock you will encounter a full liturgical Prayer Book Service - complete 
with choirs, a sermon, anthem, canticles and what you would expect from a full Service. 

Yet there is a notable diversity present here, and all parishioners should be aware 
of it. The pattern attempted is this: 


lst Sunday - Choral Eucharist - employing a choir-type setting of the Communion music and 
more of the liturgical elaboration. 

2nd Sunday - Morning Prayer - with every effort to encourage congregational participation 
in every part of the Service. 

3rd Sunday ~- Parish Communion - singing only those parts of the Service which are familiar 
and easily sung. Attempt to keep it simple and unembellished. 

4th Sunday - Sung Matins - employing more choir-type music and the full liturgy.

The Winchester Group of the A.C.W. staged a very successful pre-Christmas Coffee Party 
and Sale on December 2nd from which proceeds exceeded well over $700.

"The stupendous achievement of sending men to the moon has excited the admiration of 
everybody. Whatever may be the arguments that the vast sums of money involved could have 
better been used on other projects more obviously related to man's well-being - a judgment 
which it is difficult to make without full knowledge of all the facts and their implica- 
tions; the complexity of. the operation and the perfection of its performance cannot but 
arouse the awe and wonder of the human spirit. 

"It is natural for man to want to know more and more about the nature of the universe 
in which he lives. Although it is vastly more complicated and costly, a journey into out- 
er space is yet not in essence different from the voyages which the great mariners made in 
their tiny ships across the uncharted oceans, explorations of the polar wastes, or expedi- 
tions to the tops of mountains; in the same way the scientist in his laboratory is uncov- 
ering for us the structure of the material world around us. If in the face of the dangers 
which all those investigations are revealing, we are tempted to say, "So far and no fur- 
ther", we know in our hearts that it can never be so, for the quest in the heart of man 

cannot be stifled. 

"Indeed the Christian should not want it otherwise. For him each day justifies more 
and more the declaration of the Psalmist, "The heavens declare the glory of God, and the. 
firmament sheweth his handiwork", and make it more understandable. 

"What is being revealed more than anything else is the great gulf between the aua- 
cal capacity of man and his moral capacity. The achievement of the Apollo operations has 
been to point up man's inability to live at peace with his neighbor, his selfishness, his 
failure to curb the hatreds and the jealousies and fears which arise in his soul. If we 
were as good at curing the spiritual malaise of mankind as we are at sending men to the 
moon, the world would indeed be a happier place. Perhaps the scientific achievements of 
our day will make men realize the true nature of their spiritual condition, and bring them 
to the one Person who can give health and sight to the spiritually sick and blind."

TRACHING PROGRAMS: As well as the Sunday morning Church School clagses.at 9:30 and l 
11:00 (and by the way the next Semester starts on Oct. 26th) there are four tutorial sec- 
tions of adolescent classes under way right. now léading to Confirmation. An adult group 
of Inquirers' Classes begins on October. 20th (phone church for information), and a women's 
study group meets’ twice-eath month. — eee, aaa 

COUNSELLING:. There are constant requests for a chance to speak with one of the 

- clergy about personal and inter-personal matters. The program of counselling accounts 
for a very large portion of their time in meeting these needs and their often urgent 
nature.

_ ~~. In reporting: on.our continuing relations with St. John's, Parish on the 
Blackfoot Reserve at Gleichen, the first thing that comes to mind is to 
report that after our greatly anticipated joint picnic was rained out in 
June we have not found it feasible to re-schedule this event this year. We 
are determined to pursue the venture for next spring, and’in the meantime 
seek other ways of meeting and exchanging visits with our partner parish. 
-- Since the inception of our special concern for the people on the 
Reserve, we have carried out the program of forwarding used furniture to 
the Reserve whete it is sold by the parish. This has provided- much sought 
after household items at modest prices, and has provided considerable funds 
for their building account. This project requires continuing time and 
effort on the part of some men, and to that end we urgently require the 
volunteer services of Christ Church men to continue the pick-up and deliv- 
ery program of used furniture. The same two men have carried out this task 
` faithfully since its inception, and they must now be replaced by others. 
The project has considerable potential and the benefits are very real. 
Therefore we must insure its continuity. As well as manpower, truck vehi- 
cles are also required for the in-city pick-up and the longer haul to 
Gleichen. ` a ane

MESSAGE TO EARTH 
(by Col. Frank Borman) j 

on the Sunday before I left my home in Texas to go to Cape Kennedy for 
the moonshot last December, I walked into the rector's study of our little 
Anglican Church feeling pretty sure that I was in as a ribbing. Because 
once again, as had happened befove, I was going to beg off reading the 
Scripture lesson at the Christmas Eve service. 

“You'll do anything to get out of that reading, won't you, Frank", 
said one of the other lay readers. “Even go to the moon.” 

‘Tt don't think he ought to get off so easy", said Another “He ought 
to read the lesson from the spacecraft. ; 

I looked at Rod Rose, a friend of mine from the ence Spaceflight 
Center. He was interested. ‘Well, that's not impossible”, he said. 

And so an idea was planted. I knew that our rector, Father James 
Buckner, was going to preach that night on the subject of peace. What if 
we were to send a message -~ a prayer for peace -- to the church to coin- 
cide with the end of his sermon! . . 

But right away we ran into difficulties. There were set times built 
into the flight plan for our telecasts from the moon to the earth. And our 
Christmas Eve service did not coincide with any of these telecasts. If all 
went according to plan, we would be on the back side of the moon at the 
time of the service, out of contact with the earth altogether. 

We ended up with a compromise. On one of the early orbits around the 
moon I would read a prayer for peace. Rod would record the message at NASA 
-and take it’ to the ciweh, Then Jim Buckner would play the tape at the end 
of the service, £ 

And so it was left that way. The day.came for the departure for Cape 
Kennedy. We said good-bye to our families and took off. 

But as time passed, I began to feel uneasy. The more I thought about 
it, the more I was afraid the prayer for peace, dedicated to my own church, 
just wasn't broad enough. What about the thousands of people at the base 
who did not go to that church? What about Jim Lovell and Bill Anders them- 
selves? Bill was a Roman Catholic, and although Jim was an Anglican like 
me, he attended another church. I began to talk with the other astronauts 
about my wish for a broader prayer. 

"Do you realize", I said to Bill and Jim one night while we were 
getting ready for bed in the crew quarters at Kennedy , “that more than one 
billion people will be watching us on Christmas Eve! What can we do that's 
special?" 

; The question became a preoccupation with me. I wanted to get as many 
suggestions as possible. Bill Anders, for example, thought we might read 

‘the traditional Christmas story. But wouldn't that leave out people who 

. ‘were not Christian? Over the next several evenings I telephoned dozens of 
friends -- men whose opinions I respected. I called people at the launch 
site, I called Washington, I telephoned home and asked my wife, Susan, and 
the two boys for their thoughts. 
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: And finally one man came up with an idea which no one else had thought 
of. Why not read the Creation story? From the first, reading Genesis 
seemed right. Jim and Bill and the members of the backup crew agreed. 

One of the things I liked about working for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration is the almost complete lack of censorship. I have 
never been told what to say or not to say. 

Jim and Bill and I each decided to take along a small Bible. But 
there was a problem. The Bibles were made of flammable material. They 
- would have to be covered with a special fireproof plastic and they would 


("obe a little difficult to get at. Wouldn't it be better if we were. to have 


‘the selection typed right into the flight plan itself? The paper on which 
the plan of every detail of the flight is printed was made of flame- 
resistant paper. it would be easy to schedule the reading of the Creation 


i story into one of our regular telecasts. 


And so into the official record of the first flight of man around the 
< toon went a transcript of tke opening ten verses of Genesis. E 
o At 7:01 a.m. on December 21, 1968, the flight began. “It was an extra- 
ordi inarily smooth trip, a brilliant piece of co-ordinated effort on the 
part of thousands. Part of that effort was prayer. It is astonishing how 
Rany aera told me they would be praying.

Oze woman in particular began a campaign to prohibit astronauts from 
-expressing their views in this way. She did have a certain following, be- 
cause we received 34 letters of complaint. But it is interesting that 
there were almost 190,099 other ictters, from people who found the Genesis 
reading very meaningful. 

ae letter came from a bishop in Guatemala who wrote that in five min- 
utes the astronauts had done more to catch the ear of yomg people chen a 
T committees had done in five years. 

i e 'hearä from many Jews, expressing their thanks that we had nen a 
Da from the Old Testament. We heard from hundreds of people who 
didn't go to church at all but who wanted us to know the readings were 
meaningful. ’ 

But I think the letters which meant the most to me were those that 
came from behind the Iron Curtain. We heard from people in Russia and 
Czechoslovakia and Remania and Bulgaria and Poland and East Germany and 
Yugoslavia and Hungary -- everywhere, it seemed, but mainland China... Some 
wrote in stumblirg English, some in their own langage. Without a single 

exception /eyery letter from behind the Iron Curtain was favorable.. 
j And so'man's first flight to the moon has become history. The Flight 
‘plan ‘itself will probably end up in the Smithsonian Institution. I hope 
60. I would’ like that cocument, with the reading from Genesis, to be part 
pf our country's m I voatd like the record to hint et the excite- 
hent we felt as we rounded the dark side of the moon and saw the earth:

. ANGLICANS FACE THE INDIAN QUESTION 

One of the hot issues on the Canadian scene is the turmoil surrounding 
the conditions of our native Indian people. To bring the matter into focus 
for our church nationally, we bring you this letter from our Primate, The 
Most Reverend Howard H» Clark. `>- ae 

“This June, with the publication of the book ‘Beyond Traplines - Does 
the Church Really Care?’ ($1.95 Anglican Book Centre), the first phase of 

a program has been completed that began in 1967. i l 

.At that time the delegates to General Synod passed a motion to ini- 
tiate a two-year project, beginning in 1969, :to enable. Indians to discuss 
their own proposals for self-determination. .- Following Synod, it became 
clear that both consultation and research was needed in the area of the 
Church's work with native people. Consequently Professor Charles E. Hendry, 
Director of the School of: Social Work at the University cf Toronto, was 
commissioned to prepare a report to assist the Church in an assessment of 


her work with Canada's Native Peoples. 

The Program Committee saw this research as a necessary beginning for 
implementing ‘a pilot project of community development. When:the report was 
completed, the Committee felt that its recommendations deserved wide circu- 
lation both among Church members and in the community. Thus it is pub- 
lished in paperback form under the title I have already mentioned: "Beyond 
Traplines - Does the Church Really Care?'. The Canadian Churchman also 
devoted much space to it in the May edition. mee a 

I am writing to commend this report to your congregation. Dr. Hendry's 
assessment is a challenging one for the Church: as a whole in that it calls 
upon all Christians to re~examine the role of ministry and mission’ parti- 
cularly with respect to our long involvement with native peoples. One of 
. the assumptions of the author is that new forms of ministry and the renew- 
al of the Church should be ecumenically based. I would therefore suggest 


that each local rector attempt to involve other churches in discussions of 
"Beyond Traplines - Does the Church Really Care?'. a 

Another dimension of the report which poses a challenge for us is the 
author's call for the churches to use their political power iim support of 
justice for native peoples, with direct involvement of the native peoples 
in this process. oe 3 i tr tte p 

In August the General Synod will be asked to take steps ‘to.begin the 
process of implement ing this report, and I commend it to you for future 


. study." =

RETREAT. One of the infectious, grass-roots developments 
of the contemporary Church scene is the retreat movement. 
Young people, couples, men only or ladies only retreats 
are taking place constantly - and for all kinds of church 
groups - Protestant and Anglicans, as well as Roman 


Catholics who have been doing it for a longer time. It 
seems the appeal to "get away from it all" is not the 
only motive, but the chance to do some thinking, medi- 
tating and reading in an assured quiet atmosphere, draws 
people to go on retreat. Present-day retreats are not 
harshly disciplined silences which create an artificial 
atmosphere of piety, but rather offer people a real 
change from the overly-noisy world they inhabit plus 
some thoughtful low-keyed guidance from a retreat con- 
ductor. 

Since some persons have asked if this could be made 
possible for our people, we have taken advantage of the 
co-operation and courtesy of the Franciscans who run 
Mount St. Francis Retreat House at Cochrane, and they 
have reserved the weekend of November 1, 2 & 3 for 
Christ Church people. We shall have access to all their 
facilities and run the retreat to suit ourselves while 
they supply (at minimal cost) all the domestic services.

“What 
‘they can do is take to their respective provinces of the world the common 
consent to act on what the times demand, with the support of the other 
‘sister churches of the world-wide Anglican Communion.

-own Bishop making his journey there as a very new member of the purple 
‘parliament.

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Eastertide Appeal for Anglican World Mission: 

In previous years there has been much said to encourage people to 
use a special envelope at Easter to make a generous contribution for the 
Support of Anglican World Mission. We hope by now everyone has got the 
picture clear and realize that the Parish will send a definite amount to 
this appeal from the regular contributions of parishioners. Many persons 
increased their pledges for 1958 to cover these special appeals during the 
year. But for those who feel that they. have not made any commitment for 
this highly important cause, a special Anglican World Mission envelope 
will be in the pew book racks on Easter Day and for two Sundays: following. 

In 1958 the Diocese of Calgary will be earmarking half of its A.W.M. 
receipts for work in the area of Nigeria called the Diocese of Niger Delta. 
The Diocese of Niger Delta lies within the Eastern Region of Nigeria and 
therefore is part of the Republic of Biafra which declared its independ- 
ence from the Federal Government of Nigeria on June 1, 1967, with subse- 
quent hostilities and political turmoil. The climate is hot and humid, 
with rain every month. The Eastern region, which has a population of ap- 
proximately 12,000,000, is largely populated by people of the Ibo tribe, 
though there are a number of small but distinct tribal groups, each with 
its own language and social structure. 

The expanding urban area of Port Harcourt, with its problems of un- 
employment, poor social conditions, educational problems and prostitution, 
is one of the major concerns of the Church, and the Port Harcourt Christ- 
ian Council, in association with the World Council of Churches, has set up 


a special multi-racial and inter-denominational project to meet these 
problems.

i - The Guild section of the A.C.W. express appreciation to all who con- 
tributed and worked at the recent Rummage Sale which netted over $700. 
These semi-annual events (sometimes called the semi-annual miracle when the 
amount of goods accumulated is seen) are a very sizeable part of the fund - 
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“Operation 30" 

i Lent is forty days long, and for most people this is simply too long 
a period to maintain any significant observance as preparation for Easter. 
But in ‘Operation 30' we feel we have a workable and meaningful plan to 
put some Lenten observance within the capability of everyone. Here is the 
basic plan. 

- From the commencement of Lent to Good Friday there will be a half- 
hour Service at 5:30 p.m. daily Monday to Friday of that six-week period. 


% -~ On each day at that Service a specific group of people are invited 
to attend, and whether they attend or not they ‘will be remembered and 
prayed for by name in the Service. By the end of Lent the whole Parish 
Will have been included and prayed for by name. 

- Reminder cards are being circulated so that each person and family 
will know which is "their day". 
- A memo sticker will be sent to you on a postcard, to be placed where 
you cannot possibly forget the date. 


- AS some people will not be able to come on the date allocated, they 
are urged to come on the day before or after "their day" - but the import - 
ant thing is to come at least once. To come oftener will be to your own 
profit, and we hope you can. 

: - The Service will be a modified Service of Holy Communion with spec- 
* fal intercessions for each day. A nave altar will be used, and the front 
pew will serve as the Altar rail. 


~ Where the invitation card is addressed to Mr. & Mes. it is intended 
to include all the members of the household and that they will all come to 
this family style of Service. 

: = And the name 'Operation 30' comes from the fact the Service will only 
take 30 minutes. That's right - we suggest everyone should, could, and can 
Spend at least 30 minutes in a specific Lenten discipline. If we do not 
have 30 minutes to spend being at the Lord's Table, then that says a great 
deal about us, and our Lenten discipline. 

i - We mean ‘Operation 30' to be a minimum Lenten observance and not the 
East word. We highly encourage a faithful attendance at Sunday Services, 
the daily Bible reading habit, and special attention to our prayers, to 
make Lent a fully meaningful time when we consider God's action, Christ's 
Sacrifice, and our response. 

Sacrifice for Sustenance. . 

; Enclosed in this mailing is a coin card which is sent with this 
understanding; namely, that it may be used as a token of our self-sacrifice 
during Lent (remembering Christ's complete sacrifice) to provide funds for 
places of dire need in the under-developed areas of the world. The 
Church's agencies, along with many other aid agencies, are still very much 
fnvolved in providing sustenance for much of the world's poorly nourished 
population. 

; In previous years this Parish carried out a specific and separate 
appeal for each Anglican aid agency such as Primates World Relief Fund 
dnd Anglican World Mission Fund, as well as other appeals in the year. 

hen the policy was changed at the time of last fall's Visitation, not to 
make such appeals in 1968, some parishioners showed their continued support 
for these causes by increasing their pledges so that the Parish could make 
outright grants to these causes from our general account. 

; Lent, however, has always occupied a place for self-denial gifts, and 
to enable those who wish to continue this practice the coin card is pro- 
vided. Self-denial is, of course, a voluntary act. 

Throughout Calgary church people of various denominations are co- 
ordinating this emphasis to follow the self-denial habit and thus increase 
support for international aid. We have the opportunity to coincide with 
this emphasis, and send our Lenten offerings to our already established 
Anglican agencies. The Church School Lenten boxes will be for the same 
cause as well. 
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Sundays at Four. 

Each Sunday afternoon in Lent at 4 o'clock Evensong will be sung 
and a special preacher will deliver the sermon. The preachers have been 
invited from various church bodies in the city and will carry out the 
theme of the “Church in the World®. 

One of our favourite texts is John 3: 16, "God so loved the world, 
that He gave his only begotten Son"; and we do not doubt that God loves 
his world, but we do wonder how thoroughly the Church loves the world. 
"The Church must be relevant" - “The Church must serve the world" - these 
are the challenges - often angry ones - addressed to us. Come on Sundays 
at four for a fine Service and some provocative preaching.

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A parish is people, and by sheer numbers the people of 
this parish create considerable news. It may be to 
Some interesting, to some informative, and brings to us 
all, more awareness of each other in the larger family 
of the parish. 

Among items to pass along, we note that: 

- Sandra Falck has returned home after 2% years in 
India. Sandra went overseas under Anglican arrange- 
ments and nursed at the Christian Medical College at 
Ludhiana. The blockade at Suez made the home~-bound 
passage difficult, but after considerable effort Sandra 
managed to get on a boat which got her home just before 
Christmas to a very excited Mother! 

- One vexing question which has been around for some 
time and is likely to be here for quite awhile, is 
Church attendance and skiing. in a questionnaire filled 
in last season by many perishioners who ski, the one 
suggestion strongly supported was for an early Sunday 
Service. So, beginning next Sunday, January 14th, a 
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for each Sunday following. It will be a half-hour Ser- 
vice, and designed for the whole family to attend in 
ski togs. The amount of support it receives will deter- 
mine how long it stays as a regular feature.

_- Some of the rooms in the church premises have borne 
the names of previous rectors, but when the rooms had 
been without their name plates for many months (since 
1966) and designations were vague, the Vestry moved to 
put new signs up as Rooms A, B & C. It has been decid- 
ed more recently, however, to revert to the earlier 
practice, and the rooms will be known as ilorne, Luxton, 
Kemp and Crump; and new plates are to be erected. In 
the lower rooms used by little ones for Church School, 
the alphabet ietters are left up because the little ones 
can read them and they are now used to this system. 

=- Our parish has a healthy distribution of age groups, 
and we often concentrate on the pressing needs of child- 
ren and youth. Our elder parishioners are to be remem- 
bered too, and also those unable to be out and about who 
are not old. During the Christmastide Season your clergy 
try to see a good many of these folk. During the recent 
Season at least forty visits were made to them, includ- 
ing Holy Communion taken to those desiring the sacrament, 
Those detained in hospitals over Christmas were all 
visited as weil. 

- Anyone associated with the Sunday School at any time 
for many years would know Mrs. R. Rainford who acted as 
their faithful Treasurer. She is now living in Vancouver, 
and before her departure we presented her with a Prayer 
Book in recognition of her years of service to Christ

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ADVENT SEASON. 

Commencing on December 3rd, Advent Sunday, we are 
flung into what may well be for some the most confusing 
Season for people. Easter, Lent, Epiphany and others 
they can readily grasp, but what is Advent for? The 
Prayer Book says that it is a penitential time, but 
since penitence has a dull and pitying sound that seems 
pretty strange in a society already bustling and Santa- 
conscious geared to happy times. Right away we have to 
rescue 'penitence' from its worst emphasis of gloom and 
self-condemnation and put it up as a kind of warning 
sign. Advent says simply - "Look outi" - something big 
is about to occur and you should be ready for the Event, 
spelt with a capital E - because without the Birth of 
Jesus Christ what else makes December 25th the biggest 
day of the year? 

In our hectic world any serious preparation for 
Christ's Coming (i.e. any real keeping of Advent) will 
not likely occur for many outside of the Church's im- 
pact. So we offer this Advent recipe in the hope that 
the three weeks of December (3-24) will manage to say 
something relevant to His Birth. 

1. Start off right. Keep Advent Sunday - at all 
costs: Grey Cup will be over, skiing can wait, make it 
to one of the four times of worship on Dec. 3rd - each 
of which will be an excellent Service as far as prepar- 
ations can provide. 

8:00 Holy Communion - Servers have breakfast following. 
9:30 Family Service - Girls' Choir offers Advent music, 
and a lively discussion is available after the 

sermon-starter given in the Service. 

11:00 Choral Eucharist - Advent hymns and music, and 
the first of an Advent sermon series. Church 
School classes will employ Advent themes. 

7:30 Advent Procession and Carols. A candle-iit 
church, some exquisite ancient carols sung by the 
choir, the Scripture prophecies, and familiar 


-hymns will offer a beautiful and different Ser- 
vice for the whole family. 
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2. Think of Christ's Coming - for 1967. At the 
11 o'clock Services the sermons will attempt to deal 
with the significance of the news of Christ's appearing. 
The general theme is "HE COMES - to whom? to what?" -- 
and on the three Sundays of December 3rd, 10th and 17th 
the emphasis in turn will be: 

~ To emerging nations,. underdeveloped countries, to 
the stark contrasts of an indulgent, rich society, liv- 
ing alongside larger groups struggling for basic needs. 

- To the world of twentieth-century ideologies, and 
the forces competing for men's minds, hearts and souls: 

- To modern urban society, now named Technopolis; 
and the new criteria that shape and fashion men's lives. 

3. If you have children - help their Advent. 

Do not be afraid to use symbols to convey expectancy 
and gladness as we anticipate the Birth of Christ. The 
Advent wreath in the home is an excellent medium and it 
will be used in Church School classes each week with 
the final candle of the wreath lit at the Christmas Day 
family Service. Create the talk in your home that keeps 
Our Lord as the centre of our preparation - then gift 
buying, card writing and other tasks may become less a 
chore and more a meaningful and correct expression of 
your own joy felt at Christmastide. 

4. Send Christian cards! It seems so contradic- 
tory to say we celebrate a Christian festival and then. 
use all sorts of unrelated pictures and messages when 
we exchange our Christmas greetings. Surely the oniy 
appropriate Christian card is one that expresses some- 
thing of the wonder and beauty of the Holy Night - which 
sailing ships and snowmen do not! Use good taste and- 
thoughtfulness and show to others that for you, as an- 
Anglican, Christmas remains a Christian observance. 

5. Try an extra habit. It may sound crazy to 
propose that in the busiest month of the year for so 
many that we should take on something more - but take 
note’ The proposal is that five minutes be found each- 
day to stop, think, meditate, pray - about Advent. We 
suggest you use the devotional aids found in the Narthex 
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(Forward, Response, B.R.F. Notes, etc.), or any other 
help that suits you. It may be that this five minutes 
of thought and sanity will turn December's frenzied 
days into a season of awareness of God's love. 


THIS "N THAT. 

-- Our Treasurer wishes to advise all parishioners 
that the new regulations strictly enforced by the 
Income Tax department makes it possible to give 
receipts for 1967 only for contributions actually 
received in 1967. In the past some persons have mailed 
in contributions in the last week cf December, or even 
early January, desiring a receipt for the year then 
ending. We have to point out that we must show the 
contributions in our hands in 1967 for the receipt to 
be valid in 1967. 

-- Many will recall the very fine ecumenical Ser- 
vice we enjoyed in June when the congregations of St. 
Philip's Anglican Church and Riverview United Church 
joined us here for a Centennial Service of Thanksgiving. 
On December 31st we have opportunity to repeat that ex- 
perience as the three congregations have been invited 
to end the Centennial year with a simiiar Service at 
Riverview United Church at 11 a.m. We hope our people 
will keep that date and Service in mind and support 
enthusiastically this joint venture just as was shown 
by all in June. On December 3lst the only Service at 
Christ Church will be an 8:00 a.m. Service of Holy 
Communion. 

-- Looking ahead to January, we wish to inform you 
of the Consecration of our new Bishop on the morning 
of the Feast of the Epiphany, January 6th. In the 
afternoon of the same day he will be Enthroned, and 
both Services will be of course at the Cathedral Church 
of the Redeemer. In mentioning this we urge you to 
keep Dr. Morse Goodman in your prayers as he prepares 
for his work as Bishop of Calgary. 
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DEDICATION OF PLEDGES. Sunday, November fifth, will mark the completion 
of the greater part of the Visitation of the Parish. This coverage to all 
parishioners is for the purpose of receiving the commitments to carry out 
our work in 1968. Since these pledges are a very real expression of our 
tesponse to God, we shall make a special point to offer them at the Altar 
as the total parish expression of financial stewardship. For thispurpose, 
then, it is highly desirable that Visitors and parishioners co-operate to 
turn in every available completed card prior to that day. As well as what 
this represents in stewardship of money, we are aware that it also repre- 
sents a considerable stewardship of time and energies expended by the 100 
ór more Visitors plus the dedicated work of your Parish Stewardship Commit- 
tee. This committee was comprised of Mr. H.A. ('Judge') Walcot, chairman; 
Mr. R.J. Whitehead, vice-chairman and 1968 chairman; Mr. P.H. Jekill; Mr. 
C.G. Crosland; the Churchwardens and Treasurer.

The 
Girls' Choir practises on Tuesday 6:30-7:30. The Adult Choir rehearses 
Thursday 7:45-9:45, and manage to pack a lot of work and enjoyment into 
that time. All choristers assemble for a half-hour before Service for re- 
hearsal. The point is that more choristers could be well used, and they 
Stand to gain a great deal by participation. Parents of both boys and 
girls are especially urged to consider this avenue of service and training 
in the religious development of their youngsters. 

For the information of subscribers, the Vestry wish to inform 
you that since the recent illness of Mr. W.B. Longshore, Envelope Secre- 
tary, the recording work is being carried out by Messrs. D.H. Barton and 
D.G. Burnley.

OUR BISHOP-ELECT. Word has already reached you all that The Reverend Morse 
Lamb Goodman, B.A., L.Th., D.D., currently Rector of Christ Church Parish, 
Edmonton, was elected to be Bishop of Calgary at the electoral synod on 
October 16th. We have now received word that he will be consecrated and 
installed on the Feast of the Epiphany, January sixth (D.V.), with the 
Primate, Archbishop H.H. Clark, presiding. Your Rector wrote Dr. Goodman 
immediately after his election, offering our support and encouragement as 
he prepares to assume this bishopric; and in his reply he speaks of his 
awareness of the “heavy burden of responsibility" and requests that we 
“please remember me in your prayers" I am sure we shall all do the latter 
bnd pray God to endow our new chief pastor with all the gifts required for 
is ministry as Bishop of Calgary in the days to come. 


ADVENT. There will be further notice before the Advent Season commences 
on December third, but an early word always helps us to anticipate its 
special meaning and observance. On the first Sunday in Advent we shall 
employ ways of trying to create a true preparatory spirit for Christ's 
Birth. We anticipate the Girls' Choir participation that day. On the 
second Sunday we shall place the emphasis on the Biblical prophecy that a 
Saviour is to be born. The work of the Canadian Bible Society will re- 
‘ceive attention and a special offering for its work solicited. (With the 
integration of all appeals into the Budget this may well be the last spec- 
dal request for some time, and we hope it will be favourably supported.) 
During Advent the telling of Christ's Coming will be stated in music 
through a recital series. On two Mondays, December 4th and 18th, these 
will be under the direction of Terence Fullerton; and on Tuesday. December 
i2th, the Festival Chorus of Calgary, directed by John Searchfield, will 
offer Advent music. Please keep these observances in mind and note the 
dates.

THIS SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 10th: The fall season will be 
launched with thi this Sunday and the return of the usual 
Sunday schedule. Services resume their place at 8:00, 
9:30 and 11:00 and a youth gathering at 7:30. Baby- 
care and pre-school sections will be offered at both 
9:30 and 11:00, and at 11:00 registration for all 
grades of Church School will be taken in the classes. 
WHAT ABOUT 9:30? At the end of the last season some 
persons who had attended 9:30 Services regularly, 
approached the Rector to consider some pattern for 
9:30 this fall that might more involve and include 
total family groups (except for the very young). It 
was agreed that the 9:30 to 10:30 period should include 
a period of worship - not always the same thing, but 
certainly to include Communion - plus a period of 
learning together in an informal discussing-teaching 
session; this whole experience to be shared by the en- 
tire family and whoever wants to keep 9:30 as their 
preferred time to attend. Part of the concern arises 
out of two desires; one is to have the members of a 
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family share in a common experience at Church and thus 
be able to continue the conversation and interest 
throughout the week - and many felt that as there were 
far too few things that families did together, maybe 
Church attendance ought to be a fully shared time; 
second is the request from parents to be better equipped 
to carry out their task as teachers of the Christian 
Faith in the home, which is the basic training ground 
for youngsters still. At the time of writing it appears 
that there is considerable support for this program, 
and it will be explored with the congregation this Sun- 
day at 9:30. Your comments to the Rector are apprecia- 
ted at any time. If this approach is adopted at 9:30, 
then the Church School classes at that hour will be 
superseded by this 'family-group-style' learning sess- 
ion. The fully graded school classes will continue to 
be held at 11. 
In other words, instead of attempting to offer two Ser- 
vices and two Church Schools that are parallel - and 
which we found most difficult to maintain and staff - 
we shall probably offer two different kinds of exper- 
ience in worship and learning. The 9:30 will lay em- 
phasis on family involvement and participation, plus a 
learning-teaching session in groups of mixed ages. The 
11:00 will be more formal worship with support of 
choral music, and the teaching will be carried out in 
separate age classes. 
None of these are pet ideas to be foisted on an unwill- 
ing congregation, but they represent the distilled 
thoughts of some very concerned parishioners and are 
addressed to specific needs arising in our Parish, 
which we are attempting. to meet. 
NOTES: Harvest Thanksgiving Services will be held on 
Sept. 24th. -- Tickets for. the Bishop Pike breakfast on 
Oct. 13th are available from the Church office. -- 
Choristers - Boys, Girls, Men and Women ~ are offered 
excellent musical training and experience in a Church 
Choir - now is the time to enquire of the Choirmaster 
and join. 
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SENIOR PARISHIONERS: Christ Church is a well-balanced 
family enjoying a healthy proportionate spread of par- 
ishioners of all ages. Maybe sometimes a lot is said 
of those at the lower age on the scale because they are 
at a demanding period of life. We have a number of old- 
er people too, and for those unable to get out much they 
are kept in contact with the ongoing life of the Parish 
by means of maii (they receive the Sunday leaflet and 
all Church mailings), Altar flowers, visits - both from 
clergy and laity, and special attention when required. 
Just to keep you in partial touch, here is a line of 
news about some of them, and if you appreciate this in- 
formation it can be continued in further newsletters: 
Mr. Ernie King: after many weeks in Holy Cross is now 
transferred to Glenmore Park Auxiliary Hospital; spirits 
good. -- Mrs. Mary Lou Cope: spent several months in 
Calgary General and now is enjoying Glenmore Hospital. 
-- Mrs. W.F. McNeill: does not have much sight left, > 
but gets out by taxi, and interested in everything. -- 
Mr. E.H. Boalch: recently suffered a stroke and is poor- 
ly; they moved recently to Churchill Apts., Cameron Ave.

Now before you put this away, I am most anxious to share with you 
some parochial concerns stated below. Please put this newsletter some 
place where it can be picked up and read later, if necessary, because 
God calls us to face these chatlenves in the days ahead. Mankind 
requires a change of pace, but there is no let up in the needs found 
among the human family in God's world. 


FUTURE PLANS: COSTS: INVCLVEMEMNTS: The Christian Church is people 
essentially. From the moment of baptism onwards, a person cannot appro- 
priate the name of Christ and faith in Him without facine the future 
plans, costs and involvements of that action. From time to time for a 
group of people, like our parish, these need re-definine or re-focusins. 
The Stewardship Committee who were prepared to place the latter two 
elements before us in the fall of this year aske Vestry (the policy- 
making executive) to state what were the future plans. Two distinct 
areas came into review: first, that the parish undertake a project 
fairly close to home, and second, to do similarly for an overseas need. 
Under direction and counsel from diocesan officers the first has been 
established with the Parish of StJohn the Divine on Gleichen Incian 
Reserve. An exploratory session was helc between a small delegation 

o of our Vestry anà a similar croup of theirs. Many and various projects 
were proposed by them -all of which woul involve some financial back- 
ine and some personal support on our part. The sovernment agencies are 
being consulted at every stace. A very important aspect of this whole 
venture is the opening up of personal relationship between them and us 
so that the congregation at Gleichen knows there is a group of Anglicans 
in Calgary to whom they can look as friends and Christian Compatriots. 
No large project has been yet inaugurated, but one has begun vhich was 
urgently sugrested by them. It is described herein. 


USED FURNITURE DEPOT: The federal Indian Affairs policy has brought 
about the construction of many new homes on the Blackfoot Reservation 
at Gleichen. To furnish these new dwellings is a constant source of 
anxiety and so quantities of good used furniture is required. Christ 
Church Vestry has secured storage space and cartage facilities and any 
available items can be picked up by phoning the Church office. What 
will happen to this furniture? It will be trucked to the Reserve as 
requests are received in quantity. It will be priced by the Churchmen 
there and sold to persons living on the reserve. Proceeds will go 
toward the StJohn's Parish Building Fund: a new church and hall is 
their ambition, replacing the residential school chapel. This used 
furniture depot is now in operation and your support for it is earnestly 
solicited. 
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Our overseas project has not yet been established but the National 
Department of Missions is providing sucrestions and direction. No 
coubt some suitable undertaking will be advanced before the year 
ends. It is accurate to say that the 1968 budget already proposed 
will call for allocations for these projects which are both beyond 
parish bounds but both within our responsibility. 


FALL VISITATION: It will be left for the chairman, Iré H. A. Walcot, 
to relay the whole scheme to you with the chances and departures 

that will make this fall's visitation different from previous affairs. - 
It will commence in an active way immediately after Labour Day; will 
have a longer perioc for the completion of the visitation-not just 

a one-day event- and will hopefully draw more parishioners to under-take 
an intelligent, honest and expressive offering for 1968 that can be 
called "Christian Stewardship". Undoubtedly the possibilities within 
our ranks are considerable, but the response to vital need is meas- 
ured by the challenge of the Visitation messace. That message, 

inherent in the Christian way of life, will come to you-in successive 
stages this fall spelled out for us at Christ Church. 


IN AND AROUND THE PARISH: The Crabb family will move from Saskatoon 
in late Ausust and take up residence at 2317 Morrison Street in the 
home rented by the parish for their dwelling. The Reverend F. H. W. 
Crabb will commence duties on September first as Associate Priest of 
he Parish. At the time of writing we are still hopeful of making 
an appointment before September first of a person to assume duties as 
Christian Education Director and be part of the whole team giving 
leadership to parochial life. Qualified and experienced personnel are 
not readily found but we hope to secure the services of a competent 
person before the fall term commences. Jucge E. R. Tavender will 
be a delegate to General Synod of the Anglican Church of Canada at 
Ottawa in late Ausust. General Synod is much smaller in number than 
heretofore, but will meet oftener. This session of General Synod will 
probably be characterized by its handling of changes to the larriage 
Canon ane its furtherance of the commissions dealing with union. 

A Centennial gift to the parish will result in the south vacant lots 
being turned into a park-like area for the Church's benefit. Already 
trees have been planted and vast quantities of earth fill added. 

With ad¢éitional Shubbery and grass to cover the whole area a very 
delightful area should result and be thankfully acknowledged by the 
parish. Many will also have noted that a decent hedge has been 
planted to edge the Church lawn next to sidewalks and eventually the 
inappropriate white fence will entirely disappear. This hedge has 
also been a gracious gift. 


THE CHRISTIAN FAMILY exists in various forms. The whole Anglican 
communion is a world wide family, the parish is a family, and so 
various stages of our common life in the Faith are called by the 
ereat name of: family. This word only has significance if we can 
point to a real basic family group where we belong. Many people are 
concerned that the quality of family life in our time is slipping. 
From such famous persons as the Vaniers who instigated the Vanier 
Institute on Family Life down to the conversation at an informal 
gathering, the topic is never very far away and so often emerges to 
be avidly debated. What about around here? 

One place where it has found some expression is in the new Thursday 
morning group (third thursdays 9.30 at the Church) who have taken 
Christian Family Life as a topic to be pursued for the next while. 
Another place where it looks like some attention can be given, 
especially as it relates to parents and children learning together, 
is in a family group assembly being considered for this fall at 
Sunday morning 9.30. It is being considered as an amalgam of worship, 
discussion, teaching or whatever is desired to allow any persons 

who want to share in a family-like croup discover some solid grounds 
for their Christian behavior. If there is a difference between veing 
a "family" and being a "Christian Iamily"- and surely there oucht 

to be—this period will attempt to learn it. Your comments are 
invited and may be channellec through the Rector or r.

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JUNE E SERVICES: Due to reduced attendances at both 9:30 
and 11 o'clock Services lately, it was proposed that we 
advance by one month our usual summer arrangements and 
combine Services during June. By consensus of Vestry 
this action has been adopted, and there will not be any 
more 9:30 Service until further notice. For June the 
Services each Sunday will be 8:00, 11:00, and 7:30 p.m. 
The 9:30 and 11 o'clock congregations and Church Schools 
are to combine for the next three Sundays; June 4, 11 & 
18. In case there is any misunderstanding, the 9:30 
„Classes are not through, but we will simply merge all 
classes for this brief period. We hope the 11 o "clock 
Service will be dismissed close to noon and everyone can 
enjoy coffee on the lawn ~ weather permitting. After 
the good experience of Whitsunday (when both congrega- 
tions were amalgamated) and facing a decline in teach- 
ing staffs, the advantages of combining seemed obvious. 
The termination of the teaching year for all school- 
age Church School classes will be on June 18th. On 
that Sunday some recognition will be given to those who 
have kept up a good record of attendance, class work 
and interest throughout the year. This recognition will 
be given in the 11 o'clock Service that day, and the 
teaching time that day will conclude the regular season. 
It is hoped that pupils and parents will be present in 


‘full force for this wind-up observance. 


On the last Sunday in June it will be our pleasure 
to have the people of Riverview United Church and St. 
Philip's Anglican Church joining us at 11 o'clock for a 
Service of common worship. A specially devised order 
of service to commemorate Canada's Centennial Year will 
be used, and The Reverend Douglas Carr of Riverview 
United Church will preach. The Reverend C.A. McMullen, 
Rector of St. Philip's, will be participating, and the 
choirs of the three churches will be present. June 25 
is the Sunday preceding Dominion Day, and we hope that 
as well as making a worth-while observance of the Cen- 
tennial it will also be a meaningful venture in ecumeni-

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PARISH NEWS LETTER -- MID-LENT 1967 


Your Parish has many facets to its life; and this letter, with the 
enclosure, is just one attempt to keep you posted on current affairs. 


Beginning with the very young, our Nursery that provides care each 
Sunday during Service hours is being given some extra attention these days 
by the executive of the women. Since there are more families using this 
facility to care for babies and toddlers, additional helpers are sought, 
and any mother who benefits from this department is requested to give a 
turn in being on staff. Call any lady on the executive listed elsewhere 
in this bulletin. 

In the years covered by the Church School there is a concerted effort 
being put forth during Lent to strive for two things - perfect attendance, 
and regular giving to the Lenten box. The offerings of the children and 
youth will this year go specifically to furnish books for the library of 
St. Philip's College, Kongwa, Tanzania. This college is singled out for 
attention by the Diocese of Calgary, and our Church School have set their 
sights on providing books for its library. For the classes we still soli- 
cit teachers to provide each section with a team-teaching set-up; and, 
when teachers are absent some difficulties are still experienced due to 
limited spare staff. 

In the realm of adolescents a most important event is in store for 
many Confirmation candidates. Our Bishop has agreed to be present for a 
Confirmation Service on Palm Sunday, March 19th, at ll a.m. A large class 
of youths and adults is expected to be presented, and your prayers are de- 
sired for them as they assume these Christian vows. Young married persons 
are asked to consider a valuable form of service in providing leadership 
for our mixed Junior High group which has had an indifferent time. Mean- 
while, the Friday night sports program for Junior High boys is well 
launched and under capable supervision; this 7:30-9:30 period is open to 
all boys of this age group. The A.Y.P.A. (Senior High) are planning a ski- 
day for March 5th, leaving early and returning to the Church for supper and 
Service; an eager invite is extended to all Senior Highers to join in this 
big event. 

One of the more notable occurrences in the adult section took place 
on Shrove Tuesday at a luncheon for ladies. It was decided then to bring 
all aspects of women's work under one central executive body which in it- 
self was representative of all existing groups. By this step it is hoped 
to achieve more co-ordinated and effective use of talents and "woman-power" 
to carry on present programs and to open up new areas of service. The mem- 
bership of that executive is as follows: Honorary President - Mrs. D.D.G.

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THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION APPEAL. Due to the accidents of 
history, and.varying conditions existing in dioceses and 
‘ colleges, one of the responsibilities that has never 
been adequately faced by the Canadian Anglican Church 
is the costs of theological education. The fact to be 
realized is that the church as a whole ought to provide 
colleges, faculties, financial and all other necessary 
assets to train.candidates for the ministry. But it 
does not do this at present. Instead, each separate 
institution has” ‘to fend for itself, and most of them 
struggle desperately with financial headaches. Your 
Rector is on the, council of the College of Emmanuel and 
St. Chad in Saskatoon, and knows well the problems 
faced by this western college which does, and always 
has, supplied many priests to serve the western dio- 
ceses. Each year, on the Sunday closest to the Feast 
of the Conversion of St. Paul (January 25), our dio- 
cese issues an appeal for the support of theological 
education. A special envelope for this appeal is 
attached, and we ask you to give your response some 
thought. As one suggestion, would this not be a good 
time to make a thank-offering for the personal help, 
friendship and strength you have known from some priest 
of the church? Or, to give in support of some candi- 
. date now in training for the ministry is most appro- 
priate.

This project is. reckoned to be of 
supreme importance, and adequate: buildings and other 
facilities must be provided. Calgary is the only 
Canadian diocese supporting this cause. 

(ii) Project LA/V/65 - the support of three Canadian 
priests to work in Venezuela. There are now two men 
preparing to take up work there, and a third is to be 
appointed soon. Reason for this project is to provide 
an adequate ministry .to the North American and European 
Anglicans resident in Venezuela as well‘ as to engage in 
missionary outreach to the large numbers who have no 
church whatsoever. Other Canadians are supporting this 
project under A.W.M. arrangements. 

(iii) Project WI/BH 65/5 - the support of a priest and 
rectory in Orange Walk, British Honduras. ‘Situated 
near Mexico, this sugar factory town and its scattered 
villages*®hete our church is responsible for twénty 
primary and infant schools plus two grammar schools. 
This diocese is supported mainly by English societies.

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WHITE GIFTS.: At a recent meeting o£ the Church School 
teachers’ and clergy thought was given to the form and 
manner of doing something significant on the day we 
call White Gift Day, to send an expressive gift to the 
Indian peoples of’ the Diocese. It is our intention 
this year that each pupil of the Church School will 


bring a gift (not money) which will be wrapped and suit- 


ably marked for a boy or girl to receive, and specify 
the age. We have-.been in contact with the persons on 
the reservations who will make the distribution of 
these gifts, and they have assured us not only of the 
need, but that there is considerable care used in dis- 
tributing them appropriately. The important principle 
that we want to underline is that each donor should 
share something out of his own possessions rather than 
to ask for money to buy a gift. If Christmas is the 
season of giving because God has given Himself, then 


we feel it important to constantly practise the expres- 


sive art of meaningful giving. For the guidance of 
pupiis and parents alike we have been informed that 
clothing, game toys, and sports equipment are all most 
acceptable. The luxury toys, e.g. stuffed toys, fancy 
items, and dolls are the least required. The gift- 


wrapped presents are to be brought on Sunday, Dec. lith, 


and offered at the Services. There is no reason. why 
adults cannot also share in this expression of concern 
for others; and for them we commend that food stuffs, 
canned goods, baby clothes, and cigarettes are all much 
appreciated. It is our expectation that the peoples of 
Sarcee and Gleichen reservations will share in the 
white gifts from Christ Church this year. We do not 
intend that something new be bought for this, necessar- 
ily, but that some valued possession be offered and 
shared; but we must state that whatever gift is given 
is such that you would be happy to receive it.

‘REMEMBER OUR PRIMATE'S AMBITION: - an Anglican Calendar 
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THE CHURCH'S YEAR: One finds that not all Anglicans 

are aware of the fact that there exists a scheme of 

religious observances and seasons known as the Christ- 

ian Year. Like the 12-month calendar, it too has four 

major seasons ~ Advent, Christmwas-Epivhany, Lent- 

Passiontide, and Easter-Ascension-whitsun, This arrange- 

ment has been used for many centuries and guarantees 

the yearly observance of all the major events of 

Christ's life plus ample time for reflection on these 

occurrences. But, another thing thet it points out is 

that the Church has its own scheme of things, and that 

this may not coincide with the way the world chooses 

to live. Nowhere is this more obvious than as we 

approach Advent and Christmas. 

ADVENT is the beginning of the Church's Year, hence 

Advent Sunday is the Church's New Year's Day. Advent, 

which simply means ‘coming’, is the Season afforded us 

te prepare for the Coming of Jesus Christ. The manner 

of preparation is clearly given in the Prayer Book 

Services and Scripture readings. The two-fold purpose 

of Advent is to thankfully anticipate the first coming 

of the world's Redeemer at His birth at Bethlehem, and 

to remember that He shall come again to be the world's 

Judge. Hence, the main spirit of Advent is that of 

humble thanksgiving and penitence. These are not the 
e 


-vities of His birth, and no small wonder when some un- 


derstanding of the true Person of Christ is absent 

from much of the celebrating. 

For our part at Christ Church, we do intend to keep 
Advent with all its high purpose and significance - 
even at the risk of being ‘out of step’ or being mis- 
understood. This Season commences on November 27th 
this year and concludes with the holy night of Christ's 
Birth. 

The Christmas Season is kept, from the jcyous announce- 
ment of His Birth (December 25) through the twelve 
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days of celebrating, culminated with Jesus! exposure 
to the world on the Feast of the Epiphany, January 6th. 
To mark these major occurrences, please note thoze will 
be special acts of worship as well as theS appropriate 
Sunday morning Services.: . ie i 
On_ Advent Sunday, November 27th, there will be an 
Evening Service marked by a procession, Advent carols 
end Lessons, and including the well-known Advent hymns. 
Tre Second Sunday in Advent, December 4th, is labeiled 
Bible Sunday and on that day our ennual appeal in 
support of the Canadian Bible Society is made, and in 
advance we enlist a generous response to world need. 
The schedule of late-Advent Services and those for 
Christmastide will be given in Gue time. At the moment, 
the only word we add is that every effort will be made 
to abide by our Church's Year. ALL acts of worship 
offered by children and adults, in praise of the Birth 
of Christ, will then occur within the proper Christmas 
Season, i.e. between December 25th and January 6th. 
1. Work on the study and interior improvements at the 
Rectory are proceeding well. Once the study is avail- 
able it will be a great joy for the Rector to be able 
to unpack his books, papers, etc. which are so essen- 
tially a part of a priest's life. Also, it will be a 
great advantage to have a suitably private place for 
the many moments of counselling, interviews, end per- 
sonal work which is a sizeable part of the Ministry 
these days. The old dangerous rear stairs to the base- 
ment are being replaced, and the basement which had 
never had any improvements is being fixed up so that 
half of it will be useable by the children and the 
family. 
2. The Rev. John Buck has purchased his own home at 
3831 -~ 8th St. S.W., a block south of the Church, and 
takes occupancy November 15th. After many disconcert- 
ing episodes in the rented house on 7th Street, the 
Bucks are delighted to have their own home, and we wish 
them many blessings within its walls. 
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3. The Visitation saw a sizeable crew of, men enlisted 
and at work on the one-day coverage of the Parish on 
October 30th. From that day's results and the. subse- 
quent returns nearly $70,000.00 has been pledged toward 
the total $91,290.00. As parishioners continue to send 
in their pledges we hope to see the objective realized 
and every aspect of our work entirely supported.

Here 
are some significant sentences from a recent letter 
from a faculty member of the University of Waterloo to 
Dr. Ford: "Your impact on the Church Life of the Kit- 
chener area has been felt in several ways. Perhaps the 
most exciting for me and my colleagues at the university 
was that an evangelist actually used his own words to 
express the ideas of Christian faith, and that one was 
convinced that Christ remakes men to live in this world 
and do something about its condition and not to flee 
from it. Most of us came with critical minds; but you 
had depth, you preached without pressure, and voiced 
with us our hopes - so people were drawn to Christ. 
Probably the rarest species of clergy today are those 
who are scholarly, sympathetic to the frustrations of 
people, and yet assert with discernment the essence of 
the Gospel. I was sincerely impressed by your willing- 
ness to listen to our concerns about peace and our un- 
derstanding of reconciliation in the world. The man 
whom I have been assisting at the university this past 
year, in spite of ail his dedication to the faith, had 
acquired through unfortunate experiences a distaste for 
mass evangelism, and through that a skepticism about 
conversion. The heaithy, balancing impact of your 
mission on him has been refreshing. May I encourage 
you to continue preaching as you did here. Your broad 
understanding of the implications of the Gospel and 
your scholarly contemporisation of biblical situations 
give a purpose to mass evangelism beyond its usual 
shailow emotionalism. I pray that God give you sensi-` 
tivity, courage and obedience for the unusually diffi- 
cult task to which He has called you.’

tell us in vivid and moving terms what the Anglican World: 
Mission is all about, and there will be an opportunity 
right in the Cathedral following his address: for question, 
answer and discussion. Our Bishop has asked that Clergy, 
Wardens, members of Vestry, Lay Delegates and Alternate 
Delegates to Synod, and all heads of organizations form 
the ‘nucleus of a large turn-out from each Parish.
